Five-time 600 National Champion Chris 
Carr (H-D) won the May 22 Castle Rock 
TT, round two of the AMA 600cc 
National Championship Series, held in 
Castle Rock, Washington. Dan Stanley 
(Rtx) was second, while Andy Tresser 
(Rtx), Aaron Hill (Rtx) and Bryan 
McDowell (W-R) rounded out the top 
five finishers. Grand National Champion 
Carr leads the series point standings with 
a perfect 40 points. Hill is second with 21 
and Ricky Graham, who did not com- 
pete at Castle Rock, and Stanley are tied 
for third with 16 points each. 


Former World Champion Jordi Tarres 
rode his Gas-Gas to victory in the 
German round of the World 
Championship Observed Trials Series, 
May 23. The Spaniard topped Italian 
Donato Migli, who was also aboard a 
Gas-Gas, by 12 points, 26 to 38. Beta- 
mounted Spaniard Mare Colome was 
third with a score of 40. Defending 
World Champion Tommi Ahvala of 
Finland was seventh aboard his works 
Aprilia. Tarres leads the series point 
standings after three of 12 rounds with a 
total of 51 points. Colome is second at 46 
and Amos Bilbao, the Montesa-mounted 
Spaniard who.was fourth in Germany, is 
third with 45. Ahvala is fourth with 41 
points. 


Team Suzuki Endurance (Suz) won the 
six-hour WERA Power Mist/PM 
National Endurance Series round at 
Putnam Park in Meridan, Indiana, on 
May 22. Team Suzuki's Kurt Hall and 
Chuck Graves combined to beat HNS 
Racing (Yam) and Force Racing (Yam). 
Team Suzuki Endurance completed 257 
laps to win by 52 seconds. 


Mike Healey (Suz) was the big winner at 
the Racing Enterprises-promoted 
Commotion by the Ocean VI, held at 
Carlsbad Raceway in Carlsbad, 
California, May 23. Healey won the com- 
bined Pro class, which was open to riders 
on all machine sizes. Steve Lamson 
(Hon) finished second ahead of Mike 
Fisher (Kaw), while Larry Brooks (Yam) 
and Ryan Hughes (Kaw) rounded out 
the top five. Hughes was the highest-fin- 
ishing 125cc rider, as Healey, Lamson, 
Fisher and Brooks were all aboard 250s. 


Mike Young (Hon) won round two of 
the Sound of Thunder Four-Stroke Series, 
held in conjunction with Commotion by 
the Ocean VI, May 23. Greg Zitterkopf 
(KTM) was the runner-up, while Terry 
Fowler (Hus) rounded out the top three 


Steve Hatch (Suz) notched the overall 
win at round five of the AMA National 
Championship Enduro Series in 
Perkinston, Missouri, May 23. Defending 
champ Randy Hawkins was second, 
with Jeff Russell (KTM), Kelby Pepper 
(KTM) and Allen Gravitt (KTM) com- 
pleting the top five overall finishers. 
Kevin Hines (Hus) was sixth. 


Cliff Boswell, 87, a literary legend in the 
annals of motorcycling journalism, 
passed away quietly on May 20, follow- 
ing a massive stroke. The stroke came at 
his home in Arroyo Grande, California, 
on May 15. He was quickly hospitalized 
but never regained consciousness. 
Boswell's earlier career was as a high 
School teacher. In addition to teaching, 
his second love was motorcycling cou- 
pled with an equally strong affection for 
photography. What he was also able to 
combine with his two wheels and camera 
was a talent for expressing himself in the 
written word. He became a motorcycling 
photo-journalist, whose niche was tour- 
ing and camping, and who will perhaps 
be best remembered for his monthly 
columns in Motorcyclist magazine and 





later in Road Rider magazine. Several 
books by Boswell were published, the 
first being Two-Wheeled Touring & 
Camping published Ьу  Bagnall 
Publishing Co. A later book on camp-out 
cooking was self-published. Boswell 
leaves his wife, after over a half-century 
of marriage, daughters Ellen and Susan, 
and son Carl. Godspeed, Cliff. 


Bill Twigg, 80, died as a result of 
leukemia on Tuesday, May 18. The 
founder of Twigg Cycles in Hagerstown, 
Maryland, he was a friend of racing and 
racers throughout his adult life. His son 
Don campaigned Triumphs as an Expert 
flat track racer in the sixties and seven- 
ties. Twigg's shop started out as an 
Indian dealership in 1936, and over the 
years carried 20 different brands of 
motorcycles. Now, the dealership sells 
Yamahas, Suzukis and Kawasakis, and is 
currently being run by Twigg's grand- 
son, Mike Twigg. He is survived by wife 
Kathryn, sons Marvin, Don and Bob, and 
six grandchildren. Services were held

California desert bill approaches showdown 


en. Diane Feinstein apparently isn't interested in negotiating with motorcyclists 
over the terms of her controversial California Desert Protection Act. 

For the second time since inviting input from the American Motorcyclist 
Association (AMA) and other motorcyclist groups, Feinstein has sidetracked a propos- 
al to modify her desert bill, known as S21. 

The AMA, its District 37 affiliate covering southern California and other motorized 
recreation groups had been working to amend the bill because it would ban motorized 
travel throughout the vast areas of the California Desert. But as of May 12, Feinstein 
had stalled any review of the AMA’s concerns over the issue of motorized access in the 
desert. 

Aides to the senator had indicated that she was "open to making changes" that 
would address a limited number of issues of importance to motorcyclists and others 
with an interest in the future of the desert. As a result, the AMA and its District 37 
organization drew up a list of specific areas to be saved for motorized recreation. 

That plan added up to a small amount of the more than 8 million acres that would 
be closed to all motorized travel under the bill. In spite of that, though, motorcyclists 
were told that the senator would not accept their original proposal. Then she took no 
action on a second modification plan that was even more conciliatory. 

^We presented a very reasonable plan," said Robert Rasor, AMA vice president of 
government relations. ^We asked only to protect a limited number of motorized recre- 
ation corridors within the desert. But so far, Senator Feinstein has decided to ignore 
our legitimate concerns. As a result, we find ourselves facing legislative warfare over 
this issue." 

Meanwhile, the unmodified desert bill, which also has the support of Sen. Barbara 
Boxer, the other member of the California Senate delegation, continues to move for- 
ward. 

California riders interested in maintaining access to the desert are urged to make 
their views known to both Feinstein and Boxer now. Riders outside California should 
write to their own senators. The Feinstein bill embodies the same close-minded 
approach to public lands being fostered by preservationist groups in other states. The 
precedent of a victory for those groups in California would speed up the process of 
closing riding areas elsewhere. 

Motorcyclists should also write to members of the Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee, asking them to oppose the California Desert Protection Act. 
They are Sens. J. Bennet Johnson (LA), Dale Bumpers (AR), Wendell Ford (KY), Bill 
Bradley (NJ), Jeff Bingaman (NM), Daniel Akaka (HI), Richard Shelby (AL), Paul 
Wellstone (MN), Ben Nighthorse Campbell (CO), Harlan Mathews (TN), Robert 
Krueger (TX), Malcolm Wallop (WY), Mark Hatfield (OR), Pete Domenici (NM), Frank 
Murkowski (AK), Don Nickles (OK), Larry Craig (ID), Robert Bennett (UT), Arlen 
Specter (PA) and Trent Lott (MS).

Four-time World Champion Eddie 
Lawson did not show up for the 
Austrian Grand Prix, as many had 
expected, leaving Michael Doohan and 
all the other Honda riders feeling more 
secure for his absence. Doohan was 
moved to joke about the story. When 
asked about the Jarama (Spain) tests after 
setting provisional pole position in 
Austria, he grinned, and said, "Well, 
luckily Eddie Lawson didn't turn up, so I 
was able to get a lot of laps in." But the 
spectre has not gone away, with Erv 
Kanemoto still very keen to get at least 
some Grand Prix rides for Lawson. 
"Erv's keen, and so is Eddie," said 
Lawson's manager Gary Howard, pre- 
sent at the Salzburgring (Howard also 
works with Kenny Roberts, Wayne 
Rainey, Doug Chandler and John 
Kocinski). "The situation is really politi- 
cally sensitive - not only with IRTA con- 
cerning his entry, but also with Honda 
and their riders." Lawson now plans to 
finance his own entry into car racing, as a 
way of proving whether or not he has tal- 
ent, while still leaving him the freedom 
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to make a bike GP return if it becomes 
possible. “In the case of a race clash, he 
would put the bikes first," said Howard. 


Ralf Waldmann, Marlboro-Aprilia's 
125cc GP road racer, fell victim to fickle 
weather at the Salzburgring for the 
Austrian GP when he crashed and 
cracked his collarbone in the first timed 
session. It was about to rain, and 
Waldmann (like others) was anxious to 
set a good time before the track got wet, 
to secure a good grid position in case it 
remained wet for practice the next day. 
He crashed while trying too hard on only 
his second lap, with the track already 
damp. In fact, a regular Alpine cloud- 
burst ensued, causing the session to be 
stopped "because of lightning". 
Waldmann rode on, and gave the quote 
of the weekend. "It doesn't hurt, but 
when I brake it goes click, and when I 
accelerate it goes clack." 


Extensive earthwork on the steep hillside 
behind the paddock had improved safety 


'at one of the Salzburgring's most danger- 


ous places for this year's race. The ultra- 
fast right-hander that ends a flat-out run 
up the hill (where speeds this year were 
above 180 mph) has always been one of 
racing's black spots. On the inside, a 
steep bank drops to the paddock, on the 
outside minimal run-off is enclosed by a 
steep uphill bank. In the past, bikes and 
riders that have crashed there have fre- 
quently bounced back across the track. 
Now 10,400 cubic yards of dirt has been 
added to the inside of the corner, allow- 
ing the track to be moved to the right by 
some 40 feet. This has not only given 
extra run-off, but has straightened the 
corner and the preceding left-hander 
slightly, giving significantly improved 
visibility. "It's faster there, but you can 
see more, and it's safer - but there's still 
nowhere near enough run-off for the 
speeds we're doing," said Kevin 
Schwantz, expressing a typical view. 
There were doubts about the new surface 
laid there, which at first riders found 
very slippery. However, it improved as 
practice went on. 


Lucky Strike Suzuki riders Kevin 
Schwantz and Alex Barros had a new 
AP master-cylinder for their front brakes 
at the Austrian Grand Prix. "It's the first 
revised design for years," said a 
spokesman. "It's completely different. It 
operates on a pull principle rather than a 
push, which I think is the first time ever. 
At 200 g (7 ounces) it is half the weight of 





the old one. It also has an improved 
adjustment system for lever ratio, as well 
as adjustment for lever position. 
Hydraulically the ratio is the same, but it 
is more efficient so it feels more power- 
ful." 


Jean-Michel Bayle can now consider 
himself a fully-fledged 250cc GP road 
racer, after having his first crash at his 
sixth GP meeting and seventh career 
road race. In fact he fell twice during 
qualifying for the Austrian GP, once on 
Saturday morning and again in the after- 
noon, fortunately without injury. 


The NSR500 Honda may be the fastest 
500cc GP bike out there, but Daryl 
Beattie is hungry for more performance 
still. He told journalists he was contem- 
plating purchasing a MiG 15, ex-Russian 
air force jet. They are selling now for 
around $150,000, and can easily manage 
Mach 0.9. 


Italian former 125cc GP rider Gabriel 
Debbia made a class return at Austria 
aboard injured Loek Bodelier's Team 
Daytona Pit-Lane Honda. Debbia also 
rode for the same team in the 250 class, 
as he has all year, making him the first 
rider this year to contest two classes. 


The Daytona Pit-Lane team, whose rider 
Ezio Gianola won four 125cc GPs last 
year, hope for a return to form after both 
Gianola and new teammate Loek 
Bodelier have failed to finish any race 
this year. In Spain, they ditched their 
Bridgestone tires in favor of Dunlops. In 
Austria, they also disposed of their own 
special chassis in favor of a standard 
chassis, hoping to return with their spe- 
cial after further development. Results 
were immediate, with Gianola qualifying 
on the front row for the first time. 


Suzuki's 250cc GP bike gained an induc- 
tion air-box for the first time in Austria - 
the last works 250 to be so equipped. It 
seemed to work at once, and both of 
Kocinski's Lucky Strike bikes had the 
new box fitted by the second day of prac- 
tice. 


Former 250cc World Champion, 500cc 
GP winner and now Yamaha France 
team co-ordinator Christian Sarron was 
preparing to make a racing return in 
Austria to take the place of his absent 
team rider Freddie Spencer. The plan 
was only scotched at the last minute 
when Sarron thought better of racing 





California Green Sticker funds at risk 


alifornia’s Off-Highway Vehicle Fund, the largest self-funded motorized recre- 
ation program in the country, is in serious danger, and the American Motorcyclist 
Association (AMA) is asking California members to get involved in the effort to 





protect it. 





The fund, also known as the Green Sticker program, gets its money entirely from 
registration and fuel taxes paid by off-highway vehicle users in the state. And the legis- 
lation that created the fund stipulates that the money must be used for motorized 


recreation opportunities. 


However, California legislative committee members have approved a budget pro- 
posal for next year that would result in an $8.9 million diversion from the Green Sticker 
program. That plan, part of a widespread budget package proposed by California Gov. 
Pete Wilson, would divert the money to help offset a projected $8 billion state deficit. 

In addition, budget committees from both houses have passed provisions that 
would take an additional amount - between $2.1 and $3 million - from the program to 
cover a deficit unrelated to motorized recreation in the state’s Department of Parks and 
Recreation. That money would be on top of the $8.9 million diversion that Gov. Wilson 


has proposed. 


Over the next few weeks; a joint Assembly /Senate conference committee will iron 
out the differences between the two budget proposals. But in the meantime, state legis- 
lators will be considering another plan that would permanently commit a substantial 
portion of each year's Green Sticker revenues to help the Parks and Recreation 
Department, regardless of the agency's financial situation.

Now, although he is recov- 
ering well, he is still on crutches, and has 
deferred his planned return until the 
Dutch GP at Assen, at the end of June.

Triumph factory race team mechanic Pat 
Owens in the June 8 election. Owens is 
facing a run-off election for his seat on 
the Los Angeles County Community 
College board of trustees. Four-time 
Grand National Champion Scott Parker 
has stepped up and endorsed Owens, 
who's calling his reelection effort Team 
Lightning Campaign “93. "I'm pleased. 
that the king of heavy metal racing, 
Scotty Parker, has endorsed me," said 
Owens, who is perhaps best remembered 
for wrenching for the likes of Eddie 
Mulder and 1970 Grand National 
Champion Gene Romero in the sixties 
and early seventies. 


WERA inadvertently faxed us the wrong 
results from the Road Atlanta round of 
the WERA Vanson/PM National 
Endurance Series on May 15. Although 
Team Suzuki Endurance did win the 
race, they were followed home by HNS 
Racing and Virginia Breeze Racing - not 
Gold Hill Racing and Dutchman Racing 
as we reported. The results sent to us 
were actually from the final round of the 
1992 series, held last October!

Grand National Cross Country title last 
year despite breaking the same bone in 
his right wrist, is expected to be out for at 
least six weeks. This means that the 
Honda pilot will miss several events, 
including the infamous Blackwater 100, 
where he was injured last year.

Register earned fans in the motorcycle 
industry when author Michael Fumento 





spoke at a May 13 luncheon in Newport 
Beach, California. The luncheon, which 
was organized by the Orange County 
Forum (of which the Register is the sole 
corporate sponsor), featured Fumento 
speaking on subjects in his new book, 
Science Under Siege, published by 
William Morrow & Co. Though the time 
he was allotted was too brief, Fumento 
explained how environmentalist groups 
often have ulterior motives when they 
grant their support to the latest environ- 
mental issues, and often purposefully 
ignore potentially successful solutions to 
these exact problems. While none of the 
examples he used related directly to off- 
road land-use, Fumento can be counted 
as an ally of the off-road community.

Schwantz takes points lead with win in Austria

SALZBURG, AUSTRIA, MAY 16 

evin Schwantz and some back- 
K markers won the Austrian Grand 

Prix at the Salzburgring. The Lucky 
Strike Suzuki rider cleverly used lapped 
riders to help him defeat a determined 
challenge from Rothmans Honda's 
Michael Doohan. 

Marlboro Roberts Yamaha's Wayne 
Rainey was a lucky third, heading 
Schwantz's teammate Alex Barros by 
less than a tenth of a second, after the 
young Brazilian had attempted an extra- 
ordinary high-speed fist-fight with a 
backmarker on the last lap. 

The return to the fearsome Austrian 
circuit after an absence of a year yielded 
the usual ultra-close race which in the 
early stages had a pack of six bikes dis- 
puting the lead. Sadly, the best spectator 
circuit in the world attracted a smaller 
than usual crowd of only 35,000 to the 
superb natural grandstands. 

Schwantz waited until the final laps 
to show his full strength after the much- 
revived Australian Doohan had led most 
of the race. Then he snuck through traf- 
fic that this time worked in his favor to 
lead Doohan home by almost half-a-sec- 
ond. 

It was his 22nd career 500cc GP win, 
putting him on level pegging with old 
rival Rainey, and it also moved him into 
the World Championship points lead. 

Schwantz pronounced himself 
pleased to see Doohan back with the 
front-runners, while Doohan graciously 





refused to blame the backmarkers. "I'd 
have been closer if they hadn’t been 
there, but it would have been hard to 
beat Kevin today,” he said. He claimed a 
new lap record as consolation, as well as 
by far his best result since he crashed at 
Assen and broke his leg last year. 

Rainey was thrilled with third, after 
lagging in practice and coming through 
from a second-row start, only to lose 
touch with the front-runners in lapped 
traffic. 

Barros had led at one stage, but had 
also lost touch among backmarkers. 
Then on the last lap Barros was slowed 
again, and was by then so angry that he 
took the time to shake his fist at 
Spaniard privateer Juan-Lopez Mella. 

Rainey could hardly believe his eyes, 
but didn't need a second invitation. He 
rode right over the white line onto the 
grass at close to top speed to pass the 
pair of them, to claim a lucky third by 
less than a tenth of a second. Much later, 
he still couldn't stop himself grinning 

Rainey's Marlboro Yamaha teammate 
Luca Cadalora was fifth, Rothmans 
Honda's Shinichi Itoh sixth, the 
Salzburgring first-timer's speed proving 
how the simple but fast Austrian circuit 
favored the ultra-fast Honda NSRs. 

Australian Daryl Beattie was a lonely 
seventh on the third Rothmans Honda, 
with early leader Doug Chandler and 
the Cagiva dropping to eighth after a 
variety of problems, including trouble 





with a sticking throttle that was an 
uncomfortable reminder of his 
Malaysian accident. 

The 250cc GP, utterly dominated by 
the ultra-fast Hondas, saw an even closer 
gang fighting for the lead until 
Rothmans-Honda rider Tadayuki Okada 
crashed spectacularly in the middle of 
the group, breaking his arm. This left HB 
Honda's Doriano Romboni, Marlboro 
Honda's Loris Capirossi and HB Honda 
Germany's Helmut Bradl up front. They 
finished in that order, covered by less 
than half a second, after a desperate 
race-long battle. 

Loris Reggiani used all his veteran's 
racing wile to slip his Unlimited Jeans 
Aprilia into fourth at the last lap, leaving 
Rothmans Honda's Max Biaggi and title 
leader Tetsuya Harada on the Telkor 
Yamaha fifth and sixth; with Kocinski 
bringing the Lucky Strike Suzuki 
through to seventh after an epic ride to 
overcome a top-speed deficit at a track 
where top speed is everything. 

After the race, Kocinski eyed Biaggi's 
Honda and said: "Maybe I should ask 
Erv (Kanemoto) to put new tires on that 
thing and let me ride it in the 500 race. 
I'd finish seventh there too." 

The 125cc GP was another classic, 
with the Hondas of Kazuto Sakata, Dirk 
Raudies and Ezio Gianola disputing the 
lead well clear of a huge pack. Then 
Takeshi Tsujimura broke through the 
pursuit pack, closed the gap on the lead- 





ers and brought his Honda through to 
win. FCC Technical Sports teammate 
Sakata was second, and Raudies third, 
with the group covered by less than two- 
tenths of a second. 


500cc Grand Prix 


An unusual sight: the red Cagiva of 
Chandler leapt away into an instant 
lead, and held it for two laps before 
Cadalora's Yamaha displaced him for 
two more. "It was strange to be leading, 
but I knew they would soon pass me," 
said Cadalora, a 500cc-class newcomer. 
"But it was frightening when the Honda 
came past - like a jet going over you." 

Sure enough, the usual leaders had 
formed up behind them, led by 
Doohan's Honda. But Chandler had 
extra trouble coming, slowing suddenly 
at the chicane when the throttle jammed 
open. He dropped to sixth as he blipped 
to check its operation, fearing another 
crash like that in Malaysia for just that 
reason. Then when he got going again, 
out of touch, he suffered the return of 
practice handling problems that meant 
he was fighting vicious weaving through 
the fast corners. 

: Thus Doohan swept through to the 
lead on lap five, gaining a slight advan- 
tage before Barros and Schwantz moved 
past Cadalora on lap seven, soon fol- 
lowed by Rainey and then Itoh. 

Doohan was still making all the run- 
ning, saying later: “1 don't want to say: 








‘I'm back’ on the strength of one race. 
The track helped a lot. It's basically two 
straights joined by two corners, so if you 
get the corners right the bike does the 
rest." 

But though the speed of the Hondas 
is undoubted, the Suzukis were also run- 
ning very fast, while Rainey was in the 
draft and in a close fourth. The question 
was which of them would take up the 
challenge. 

Schwantz moved into second on lap 
eight, but Barros was ahead again three 
laps later, and closed up the small gap 
that Doohan had found to challenge for 
the lead on lap 12. Next time round he 
was ahead, but Doohan dived back 
ahead under braking for the chicane, 
proving that his revised hand-operated 
rear brake is now working spot on. 

Schwantz had been passed by Rainey, 
after a swashbuckling move round the 
outside on the looping Fahrerlagerkurve, 
though he got back in front up the hill 
two laps later, just after half distance. 
But he was now about a second behind. 
" was trying to figure out what to do 
about my tire. In practice it was perfect 
but tow I was having a lot of wheelspin 
that was really spoiling my drive out of 
the corner and up the hill. I could still go 
quick into the chicane and the big loop at 
the end of the lap." (The famous 
Fahrerlagerkurve, entered under braking 
from very high speed.) 

Now the leaders started to catch 
slower traffic, and Schwantz started to 
show his mettle. First he put a slow bike 
between himself and Rainey, breaking 
the tow. Then he moved up on the lead- 
ers, passing Barros quite easily, then div- 
ing inside Doohan at the Fahrerlager to 
lead for the first time with eight laps left. 

At this stage Barros moved through 
to second, but Doohan had the scent of 
victory, and he was soon challenging 
Schwantz again, trying to outbrake him 
into the chicane - a predictably fruitless 
exercise given the Texan's known 
prowess under brakes, and the 
improved efficiency of his AP carbons. 
Doohan did pass Schwantz up the hill, 
but then ran wide into the Fahrerlager. 
And it was now, with less than five laps 
left, that they ran into a big bunch of 
four backmarkers. 

They were perfectly placed for 
Schwantz, who used his good brakes 
and corner entry to dive pass Michael 
Rudroff as they entered the chicane, giv- 
ing him a breathing space of at least two 
corners and a handy lead onto the fast 
uphill climb. 

Doohan caught up again, only to 
have the same thing happen the next lap, 
as Schwantz managed to pass Lopez- 
Mella and win some more ground as a 
result. 

Doohan was really charging, and 
started the last lap less than half-a-sec- 
ond adrift. But Schwantz managed to 
hold him off to win what may prove to 
be a most important race. 

Then came the drama with Barros, 
who had a safe third in the bag before he 
was overcome with rage at Lopez-Mella 
and as a result got passed by Rainey. 
The Brazilian was heartbroken. "I had 
already lost touch with the leaders 
because of backmarkers. To have more 
trouble was just too much," he said. 

Lopez-Mella was amazed. “I was at 
my top speed when he pulled alongside 
and closed the throttle to shake his fist. 
Then I saw Rainey nearly kill himself 
alongside us on the grass!" 

Rainey could hardly believe his luck. 
“We put in a third motor this morning, 
but I could only hope to hang in the 
tow," he said. "When I lost that, I just 
concentrated on Barros." 

Cadalora's solitary fifth was satisfy- 
ing enough, his second such this year. 
Itoh had been with the front-runners, but 
said: "When I lost the tow, I realized I

wouldn't be able to catch them again, so 
I settled for sixth. 

And Beattie, in seventh, said: “I sup- 
pose you could say my performance 
today was not real flashy. I made a mis- 
take with rear tire selection and wrecked 
the performance of the machine out of 
the turns.” 

Chandler soldiered home in eighth; 
half-a-minute further back Jose Kuhn 
inherited ninth. Catalano had held the 
position of top privateer throughout, 
then his chain broke on the last lap! 

Mladin was 10th and disappointed. “1 
got put onto the grass for about 200 
meters (660 feet) going into the first chi- 
cane, and I went from seventh or so 
down to 18th. I had some catching up to 
do.” 

Niall Mackenzie was 11th after com- 
ing through from right at the back at the 
start, and passing through some good 
privateer dices on the way. He was the 
last rider not to be lapped. Laurent 
Naveau was 12th, Lopez-Mella 13th, 
John Reynolds 14th, with Toshiyuki 
Arakaki taking the last point, courtesy of 
Bernard Garcia, who was well up in this 
group, but was penalized for jumping 
the start. 

Harris-Yamaha mounted Sean 
Emmett just missed being in the points, 
and complained of being short of speed. 
His use of Shell unleaded fuel means his 
team have to detune his motor, a serious 


problem for a young rising star at the. 


Salzburgring. 

There were 25 finishers. Retirees 
included Alex Criville, whose Marlboro 
Honda had been with the front group 
before it blew up with 22 laps left. 

Schwantz now leads the World 
Championship with 111 points to 
Rainey’s 106 in what is developing into a 
two-horse race. Beattie is third with 68, 
Doohan moves up to fourth with 55, 
ahead of Criville on 48.

This was always going to be close, 
but nobody could have said how close. 
More predictable was that it would be a 
Honda race. 

Sure enough, the warp-speed NSRs 
were rampant. Loris Capirossi led the 
first few laps, then Doriano Romboni

took a turn up front, and on the sixth lap 
it was local hero Helmut Bradl's turn to 
lead across the line for the first time on 
his Honda, accompanied by the usual 
roar from the partisan crowd. But the 
trio were swapping back and forth all 
round the track, in a typically fierce 
Salzburgring battle, with another works- 
bike trio - Biaggi, Okada, Telkor- 
Yamaha-mounted title leader Tetsuya 
Harada and Loris Reggiani’s Aprilia 
right up behind, and well in the slip- 
stream. 

This lasted for almost eight laps, and 
then came the first and indeed only 
major interruption. Okada had slid sev- 
eral times coming out of the corner onto 
the pit straight, and the eighth time was 
once too often. The bike pitched him into 
the air, and he landed in front of it some 
way along the straight, at least prefer- 
able to piling into the catch fence that is 
very close by the track there. He slid and 
rolled a long way, got to his feet to sprint 
to the barrier, where he doubled over in 
pain. He had lost part of a finger, and 
broken bones in his wrist and hand. 

He'd also broken up the group, leav- 
ing the leading trio to battle on together 





to the very finish - with a vengeance. 
The lap chart shows that Capirossi led 
seven laps, including the penultimate 
two; Bradl led nine, the last being the 
23rd. But Romboni led 10, including the 
one that really mattered. 

He seized the lead with a desperate 
move over the hill for the fast time. At 
well over 160 mph, they were three 
abreast, and "Rambo" barged through 
inside Capirossi, their bikes clashing 
frighteningly. Well used to racing in this 
way with his old rival, Capirossi made a 
desperate bid to pull alongside on the 
straight, but was just five-hundredths 
short of success. 

He declined to complain, but Bradl 
was far from impressed, looking very 
glum in the post-race conference and 
again complaining about the lack of a 
lightweight crank. “It might have made 
the difference," he said, to Romboni's 
beaming amusement. 

Romboni's first win in the class was a 
thriller, and he said all the right things, 
flattering the riding of the others. “It was 
a beautiful race, and it must have been 
great for the fans to watch."

icate his own first win to the memory of 
Nobuyuki Wakai, who was killed at the 
Spanish Grand Prix. 

Second was also Capirossi's best-ever 
250cc finish, and he was just five-hun- 
dredths behind Romboni. "That was 
hard," he said later. "I knew after practice 
it would be us three, and I knew it would 
only be decided on the last lap. Now I 
know it will soon be my turn to win too." 








The first three were all on Dunlop 
tires, and the next-best Honda rider, 
fifth-placed Max Biaggi, blamed his 
problem firstly on losing time avoiding 
Okada, but secondly on trouble with his 
Michelins. "I feel certain I could have 
been on the podium otherwise," he said. 

He had been locked in combat with 
Reggiani and Harada, and while he 
clearly had the speed, Harada's Yamaha 





was as clearly the best-handling bike of 
the group. Lap after lap he'd come onto 
the pit straight not only tighter than the 
rest but looking reliably five or more 
mph faster, an advantage as reliably lost 
to the Honda as it powered away again. 

But Reggiani was the most experi- 
enced, and it was this that gave his 
Aprilia an excellent fourth place. While 
Harada lined up to attack Biaggi in the 
Fahrerlager: "I was surprised to see 
Reggiani very cleverly slipping past both 
of us," the sixth-placed Japanese rider 
explained. "I learned a lot today." 

Kocinski's problems continued, and 
he rode like a man possessed to recover 
from his poor starting position and his 
relative lack of speed up the straight. 
Fourteenth at the end of lap one, he was 
always right on the grass on the inside of 
the chicane, and said later: "I was taking 
it in third gear instead of second, so I 
could make up two or three lengths." 
Gradually he gained places, until by the 
finish he picked off Andy Preining's 
Aprilia, Alberto Puig's Honda and Pier- 
Francesco Chili's to claim seventh by less 
than a tenth. 

Eskil Suter was 11th after losing 
touch with this group; Luis d'Antin took 
12th ahead of Adrian Bosshard (both RS 
Hondas); Jochen Schmid's works 
Yamaha was 14th, and the last point 
went to Patrick van den Goorbergh's 
Exact Software Aprilia, at the back of 
this six-strong group. 

There were 22 finishers. Ruggia's fac- 
tory Aprilia had been up with Kocinski 
and Chili, but ran into ignition trouble 
and retired with one lap to go. Aoki's 
works Kanemoto Honda was never on 
the pace, and he pulled in with 12 laps 
left after running no higher than a dis- 
tant ninth. 

Wilco Zeelenberg also retired after his 
Aprilia lost a big-end on the first lap. 

The Honda heyday went a little way 
to making the championship more com- 
petitive. Harada still leads, with 105 
points. Romboni is now second on 68; 
Biaggi and Kocinski equal third with 58 
points, and Okada fifth with 55. Bradl is 
catching up fast, lying sixth with 52 
points. 

Bradl took the fastest lap, a new 
record, as consolation for his defeat. 





125cc Grand Prix 


A superb race made up for the trou- 
bles of practice, with little Dirk Raudies 
qualifying second, but leaping directly 
into the lead as he had at the first three 
races. But the Salzburgring is seldom a 
track for breakaways, and pole qualifier 
Kazuto Sakata was soon joined by a 
third Honda rider, Ezio Gianola, for a 
fine three-way battle. 

Gianola was the only one never to 
lead, but it was someone quite different 
who won. Takeshi Tsujmura was in fact 
fourth for most of the race, and mixed 
up with a huge group from fourth to (in 
the early stages) past 15th place. 

It was only on lap 20 that he sudden- 
ly found extra speed to break free from 
the pack, and he rapidly closed the three 
or four-second deficit and was among 
the tripartite struggle. 

It was on the last lap that he finally 
moved through to take the lead on the 
last fast run over the hill, with his FCC 
Tech Sports teammate Sakata trailing 
him over the line by less than two-hun- 
dredths, and Raudies in third place 
another 15-hundredths away. 

Gianola was half-a-second behind in 
fourth. 

“I could go round the corners faster 
than them, but not fast enough to make 
up the speed difference on the straight," 
said Raudies after the race. "Their bikes 
were really quick." сч

he usual fickle weather played the usual havoc with Salzburgring practice, in the 
case of the 500s it cut short the final session by some 20 minutes, with all riders 
choosing to wheel back into their workshop tents rather than brave the bad con- 
ditions for such a short time. This put some uncertainty over the final times. Who 
had been saving it all up for an effort in the closing minutes? And who could you 


believe when they said they could definitely have gone faster? 

The top five were within the same second, Kevin Schwantz on pole for the fifth 
race in succession - a full house for 1993. "My bike was just a rocket," he said, after 
taking control from Michael Doohan only in the final session. "One bike was quite 
good, but a little slow compared with (Alex) Criville's Honda up the hill. I told my 
crew chief Stuart Shenton I needed a bit more motor, and he said: 'Try this one. 
We've made a few little changes since this morning.' I knew as soon as I started it up 
that it would work. It had real smooth acceleration, and a lot of top end.” 

Alterations to the track had made the fearsome high-speed section behind the pits 
even faster, but had paradoxically also slowed lap times, because the new surface 
was slick. So the Texan's pole was a little slower than Doohan's of two years ago. 

Doohan led most of practice, and ended up second, almost half-a-second down on 
Schwantz, but able to say quite plausibly that he felt he might have gone faster had 
practice run to full term. This represented a significant return to form for the 
Australian. Of course he is getting stronger; tests at Jarama after Jerez had been "The 
first chance all season to string a whole lot of laps together. It's made me feel a lot 
better." The track's “Honda-lanes” also meant the NSR's famed top end could be 
used to good effect. Sure enough the Hondas always looked faster out of the bends, 
though by the time they reached the speed guns at the top of the hill the Suzukis 
were almost as fast. : 

A further modification to his thumb-operated rear brake had to reduce power and 
sharpness to improve control, as well as reducing lever movement to avoid the 
glove-tucking problem of Jerez. 

Chandler moved through to third spot in the final session, his best-yet qualifying 
with Cagiva. The sustained speed suited the Italian engine, which is fast but not so 
accelerative; and suspension work improved the handling on day two. ^It was pretty 
rough yesterday," he said. “It [оч how much better my hand injury is. If not, I 
wouldn't have been able to hold on through the fast turns!" 

The Cagiva had a new screen design that he said meant less buffeting at speed, as 
well as new Ferrari-built carbon-fiber rear wheels. 

Just to prove the Honda's speed, the final place on row one went to Salzburgring 
first-timer Shinichi Itoh, moving up from ninth on day one as he found his way 
round. “Luckily it’s not a hard track to learn, though it is quite scary," he said. 

All the members of row two claimed they expected to go faster later in practice 
except Rainey, who reserved his threats of improved speed for the race. More than 
1.3 seconds down on Schwantz, he recalled how last time he'd gone a second faster in 
the race than in qualifying once he was able to join the slip-streaming group. “111 
need to do that again," he said. "My problem is the straights," he said. "The 
Yamaha's down on speed. We have the most power ever, but it doesn't make the bike 
faster on the track. We need more chicanes.” 

Well, yes and no. He had almost crashed in the first chicane in the final session, 
the back wheel getting kicked sideways as he cut the exit curb, and he was thrown 
almost out of the saddle as he fought to regain control.

Suzuki, and less than two-tenths down on Itoh after having held third earlier. Then 
came Beattie, суи the speed of the Honda, though anxious to get the handling 
better than it had at Jerez. “It’s important here, use if you make a mistake 
it's going to hurt," he said. 

Alex Criville was on the far end of the row, less than a tenth down on Rainey; a 
similar distance behind came Luca Cadalora, leading row three from Matt Mladin - 
by far the best yet for the Australian new boy. Then came Catalano on the top private 
bike, with Naveau's similar Roc concluding row three. 

The most disappointed man on the grid was former works rider Niall Mackenzie, 
who was once on the rostrum here. Now he languished 26th-fastest after his 
Valvoline Roc Yamaha started to jump out of gear in the crucial timed afternoon ses- 
sion. In the morning “untimed” session he'd been 10th, but now he had to suffer the 
problems of having only one bike. 

“The famous power of the Honda engine is certainly an advantage here." Doriano 
Romboni had just set his first-ever 250cc-class pole before speaking these words, and 
they reflected thoughts of many. Honda-power completely dominated the class, 
claiming the first five qualifying positions, and simply galloping away from every- 
thing else up the crucial climb behind the pits. i 

Of course, not all Hondas are created equal, and Friday's leader Helmut Bradl 
(who dominated last time here) was vocally miffed that he had not received a new 
lightweight crankshaft that the Italians had. 

Romboni shrugged it off. "The power of both engines is quite similar, and I put in 
my fastest lap with the old one." : 

Не was disputing the position again with his old rival Loris Capirossi, and in fact 
the two towed one another round to record almost identical times, Romboni's quick- 


er by a mere seven-thousandths. Bradl was more than half-a-second adrift, with Max 


Biaggi concluding the front row less than a tenth down. Considering all and more 
besides would surely be involved in a big slipstreaming group in the race, the time 
difference hardly counted for much. 

Tadayuki Okada's Honda led row two, another Salzburgring first-timer proving 
how easy the track is to learn, and how fast the Honda; over half-a-second down 
came Loris Reggiani's Aprilia, well over a second slower than pole. "It's a big gap, 
and even then I only managed it slipstreaming," said the Italian. "We are now as fast 
as the Yamaha, which is a big step - but the Hondas are too fast for us." 

John Kocinski came next, in a similar situation. “It’s not just the Suzuki. It's all the 
others. The Hondas are bullets. I'm riding so hard to make up five len on the cor- 
ners, then they take it all back on the straight. I can't even draft them," he said, 
adding: "I'm having to go so hard that the chassis that was good before is now real 
bad." 

Tetsuya Harada completed the row, discreetly saying he was happy with the 
setup of his Yamaha, but admitting: "I need a little more speed on this circuit to com- 
pete for a podium position." Eighth was substantially his worst qualifying position of 
the year. 

ЇР Ruggia's Aprilia led row three, but the Frenchman felt he might have been bet- 
ter if he hadn't crashed twice on the Saturday, damaging his good bike early in the 
timed afternoon session. Then came Nobuatsu Aoki, the only Honda first-timer to be 
properly awed by this awesome track. He had Pier-Francesco Chili alongside, still 
complaining about front fork problems with his Yamaha, with the row completed by 
Alberto Puig’s works Honda, the Spaniard still inexplicably slow, and now rumored 
to be in danger of losing his ride. 

Motocross superstar Jean-Michel Bayle faced his seventh-ever road race with a 
new experience, crashing twice on Saturday, without injury, and ending up 24th. 
There were 34 qualifiers. 
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Joe Brett Williams (4) got the jump on the field in the first F-USA leg; here he leads Rich Oliver (97), John Ashmead (37). 





Ashmead surprises at Road Atlanta

BRASELTON, GA, MAY 16 

t's been a long time since John 
I Ashmead has won a National 

Championship road race - four years 
to be exact - but with his WERA 
Formula USA win at Road Atlanta, 
Ashmead has to be considered the 
comeback story of the season so far. 
Ashmead rode his N2 Racing/Peter 
Brady/Gold's Gym/Fox/Shoei/Kauffs 
Signs-backed Kawasaki ZX-7 Superbike 
to a third-place finish in the first F-USA 
leg, then came back to win the second 
leg to take the overall win. Chris 
D'Aluisio and Rich Oliver, both riding 
Yamaha TZ250 Grand Prix machines, 
finished second and third, respectively. 

The big-bore Formula USA muscle- 
bikes that normally dominate the only 
open class in professional road racing 
were very quiet at Road Atlanta. The 
almighty (in WERA racing) Valvoline 
Suzuki team left Road Atlanta humbled 
and hobbling. The team that took the 
top three places in the F-USA champi- 
onship last year could only manage 21st 
and 22nd place finishes in the first race 
of the season. 

Valvoline Suzuki's Michael Martin 
crashed and broke his collarbone in 
practice. The injuries will cause Martin 
to miss the Moroso make-up round on 
May 31 and likely the June 6 Seattle F- 
USA race as well. 

Subbing for Martin was Stevie 
Patterson. Patterson, though, missed out 
on his big chance to have a break- 
through race. The Detroit rider crashed 
in the very first race on Sunday (750cc 
Superstock), injuring a wrist in the 
process. Patterson gingerly rode to a 
15th-place finish in the first F-USA leg, 
then dropped out five laps into the sec- 
ond leg when the pain in his wrist 
became unbearable. 

One of the favorites to assume the F- 
USA crown vacated by Donald Jacks is 
Patterson's teammate Chuck Graves. 
Graves has been racing the series since 
its inception and seemingly has the 
experience needed to win the title. 

But Road Atlanta has not been good 
to Graves over the years. This weekend 
only added fire to the notion that he is 
jinxed at Road Atlanta. In the F-USA 
heat race Grave. pulled off the track 
with a pinched fuel line on his Suzuki. 
He made track-side repairs and got 





back underway only to have the prob- 
lem again leading to a DNF. Graves 
would have to start from the back of the 
field. 

Dave Sadowski was another rider 
hoping to have a good weekend at his 
home track. Sadowski was riding a 
Suzuki GSXR1100 he'd built himself, 
and after his stellar performance in the 
endurance race the day before, 
Sadowski had to be considered one of 
the favorites at Atlanta. 

His F-USA bike was not quite ready 
for Saturday's heat race so Sadowski 
rode another bike to qualify. That bike 
had the throttle cable break and 
Sadowski would join Graves in the back 
of the F-USA starting grid. 

Up and coming F-USA rider Tom 
Wilson had a terrible crash at over 150 
mph on the back straightaway. Wilson, 
riding a Hall ‘N Still Yamaha FZR1000, 
had a rear tire shred causing him to lose 
control and go straight into the 
guardrail at the bottom of the "gravity 
cavity". Wilson later said he felt lucky to 
be alive after escaping with a broken left 
arm. Greg Abbott also got caught up in 
the Wilson crash, hit the Armco and had 
a compression fracture in his back. 
Abbott is expected to return to action 
soon; Wilson will be out for six weeks or 
more. 

With all of the rotten luck the F-USA 
riders were having, the 250cc GP riders 
who were running in F-USA were hav- 
ing equal amounts of good fortune. 
Namely D'Aluisio, Oliver, Danny 
Walker and Takahito Mori. АП of those 
riders qualified well for Formula USA 
on 250s. 

D'Aluisio set a new track record in 
the heat race, turning a one-minute, 
24.45-seconds (a time he would better in 
the final) on his Southwest Motorsports 
Yamaha TZ250 en route to winning the 
heat race. Oliver was just a blink of the 
eye behind, running a lap of 1:24.56 on 
his Performance South Yamaha. 

More than a few riders would lap the 
freshly repaved 2.52-mile circuit under 
Scott Russell's old record of 1:25.18. 

The front row for the first F-USA leg 
was set. D'Aluisio was on the pole, and 
next to him was Oliver and on the out- 
side was Ashmead, A large crowd was 


on hand under beautiful conditions to 





. watch the first WERA Pro race of the 


year. 

At the start of leg one, Joe Brett 
Williams on his Mike Velasco-tuned 
Honda shot up the inside from row two 
and led the pack going into turn one. 
Suddenly Oliver swept around the out- 
side of Williams, utilizing the higher 
cornering speed of the 250, and took the 
lead. 

Jeff Hagan and Brett Johnston tan- 
gled in the first turn. Johnston contin- 
ued, but F-USA veteran Hagan retired 
from the race. 

Oliver said the 250s had gained more 
of an advantage with the new smooth 
track surface. "With the new surface a 
250 can utilize its cornering speed bet- 
ter," Oliver said. "On the old bumpy 
surface it was more of a point and shoot 
track." 

Oliver was showing the field the hot 
way around Road Atlanta. Williams, 
riding the best F-USA race of his career, 
was using the power of his big-bore 
Honda to stay with the Californian. A 
second after Williams came a three-way 
battle for third between Ashmead, 
D'Aluisio and Walker. 

Sadowski was working his way up 
through the field and was already bat- 
tling with Graves, Jay Bartlow and Lee 
Shierts inside the top 10 when his motor 
let go on the front straightaway. 
Sadowski pulled off at the end of pit 
row and pushed his bike back to the 
paddock. 

A lap later, Graves dropped out with 
mechanical problems. Two of the top 
contenders were out three laps into the 
race. 

Oliver was able to open up a 1.5-sec- 
ond gap over the second-place battle 
between Williams and Ashmead by the 
halfway point. D'Aluisio and Walker 
were just another two clicks behind, 
then there was a big gap back to the 
biggest battle in the race. Sixth-placed 
Shierts was holding off a six-bike freight 
train that included Mori, Bartlow, Kevin 
Rentzell, Tray Batey, Chuck Sorensen 
and Chris Taylor. 

Shierts was just out of a cast from his 
Daytona crash and he suffered a tumble 
in Saturday's endurance race. "I was 
laboring just to finish," Shierts 
explained. "I just wanted to get some 





points. I'll go home and get in good 
shape for the rest of the season after this 
race." 

The halfway flags seemed to trigger 
something in  D'Aluisio. The 
Connecticut rider promptly overtook 
Williams, then with a lap to go got by 
Ashmead to take over second. 

Even though D'Aluisio was the 
fastest man on the track at the end of the 
race, he came up 1.7 seconds short on 
first leg winner Oliver. 

Ashmead finished just behind 
D'Aluisio for third with Williams all 
alone in fourth. Then there was a big 
gap back to fifth-placed Mori, who just 
held off Walker. The pack of Shierts, 
Batey, Sorensen, Bartlow and Taylor all 
finished within a second of each other in 
seventh through 11th place. 

In the second leg it was Oliver again 
who led early. But this time the Fresno, 
California rider couldn't shake 
Ashmead, Williams and D'Aluisio. 

On lap three Ashmead and Williams 
drafted past Oliver. Once in the lead 
Ashmead began to ride an inspired race. 
The 13-year pro racing veteran was 
pushing his former Scott Russell Muzzy 
Kawasaki Superbike to the limit, sliding 
both ends in the turns and running con- 
sistent mid-1:24 lap times. 

D'Aluisio, as he had in the first leg, 
caught fire halfway through the race 
and began a charge towards the front. 
First he passed Williams, then Oliver, 
setting the fastest lap of the weekend in 
the process - a 1:23.87. 

Once D'Aluisio got to Ashmead his 
progress stopped. "He (Ashmead) was 
really riding well," said D'Aluisio. "He 
was going just fast enough in the turns 
to hold me off and there was no way I 
could catch him on the straights.” 

So that's how the second leg ended. 
Ashmead, riding his best race in years, 
captured the win by 1.35 seconds - giv- 
ing him the overall victory and the : 
points lead heading to his home track at 
Moroso. Ashmead's off-season training 
with former pro football player Ray 
Coons seemed to be paying off as he 
stayed strong throughout both races. 
D'Aluisio was a close second with 
Williams, in his best ever F-USA run, 
holding off Oliver for third. 

Further back came Walker, a lonely 
fifth, then Shierts again holding off 
Batey and Sorensen for sixth. Bartlow 
and Taylor rounded out the top 10 fin- 
ishers in leg two. 

Graves was assessed a stop-and-go 
penalty for jumping the start of the sec- 
ond leg. After the penalty, Graves 
fought a slipping clutch to finish 11th. 

Sadowski's F-USA bike was shot 
after the first leg. He decided to run a 
750cc Superstock bike in the final leg, 
hoping to at least get a few points. The 
former Daytona 200 winner could only 
manage 13th in the second leg, giving 
him 23rd overall and no points leaving 
Road Atlanta. 

Combining the two legs, the finishing 
order read: Ashmead, D’Aluisio, Oliver, 
Williams, Walker, Shierts, Batey, 
Sorensen, Bartlow and Taylor. 

After a victory lap, Ashmead credit- 
ed several people for helping him to this 
victory. “1 want to thank Peter Brady for 
sticking with me through all this," said a 
jubilant Ashmead. “1 also want to thank 
Mike Harth and his brothers for work- 
ing on the bikes for me this weekend." 


Air-Tech Formula II 


The way Chris D'Aluisio and Rich 
Oliver were running in practice, most 
people thought this race would be a 
two-bike runaway. So people were 
pleasantly surprised when this race 
turned into a six rider dog-fight for the 
lead. 

D'Aluisio and Oliver were running 
first and second early in the race. They

or the second race in a row, HNS 

Racing gave Team Suzuki Endurance 

a serious run for its money in the 
WERA National Endurance Series - but in 
the end it was the eight-time WERA 
champs who pulled off yet another victo- 
ry. Kurt Hall and Stevie Patterson rode 
the Keith Perry-tuned Suzuki GSXR1100 
for 113 laps around the newly-paved 
Road Atlanta in a race that was red- 
flagged three times. Dave Sadowski and 
Tray Batey rode the second place HNS 
Racing Yamaha FZR1000, finishing one 
lap behind the winner. Virginia Breeze 
Racing rounded out the top three with Jay 
Bartlow and Chuck Safely handling the 
riding on the team's Yamaha FZR1000- 
powered OW01. 

The top two teams both had to do 
some last minute shuffling of riders after 
Friday's crash-ridden practice. Patterson 
was called in to replace Team Suzuki 
Endurance regular Michael Martin, who 
broke his collarbone in a crash on his F- 
USA bike. HNS Racing's Tom Wilson was 
lucky to escape with only a broken arm 
after plastering into Armco at the bottom 
of the infamous "gravity cavity" at close 
to 150 mph. Sadowski stepped in to 
replace Wilson. 

On the first lap of the race Team 
Suzuki took the early lead over Virginia 
Breeze Racing, R.A. Racing and everyone 
else in the 52-team field. HNS Racing was 
having problems early. The seal on the 
Yamaha's quick fill nozzle wasn't sealing 
properly and Sadowski was being 
doused in gasoline. After a quick pit stop 
to correct the problem, Sadowski was 
back on the track and slicing his way 
through the field. After 45 minutes of rac- 
ing Sadowski had HNS Racing up to sec- 
ond place. 

Fifty minutes into the race the first red 
flag was displayed when Diamond Back 
Racing crashed under the Goodyear 
Bridge. - 

The first hour results showed Team 
Suzuki Endurance in first with 33 laps fol- 
lowed by HNS Racing which led six other 
teams on lap 32. 

Out of contention in the first hour was 
Team Indy Cycle N Ski. The winner of the 
Mediumweight Superbike class at 
Talladega, Indy Cycle N Ski's Lanny Allen 
lost control of the team's Honda in turn six 
and crashed while battling for the class 
lead. After lengthy repairs the team was 
back on the track but finished 47th. 

Sadowski stayed on the HNS Yamaha 
at the restart and put his team back on the 
same lap as the leaders by pulling away 
from Team Suzuki's Patterson. 

"I wanted to stay with him (Sadowski) 
at the start," said Patterson, who was rid- 
ing on the “A team" for the first time. “I 
had never started the bike before and I 
was being really careful. Once I got going 
Sadowski was already long gone." 

At the two-hour mark Team Suzuki's 
Paterson held a 33-second lead over the 
hard-charging Sadowski. Team TSBA, 
with Robert Marsh, Steve Tice and Greg 
Abbott, ran third on a Suzuki GSXR750 
while Virginia Breeze and Arclight Racing 
rounded out the top five at the halfway 
point. 

About 10 minutes into the third hour 
another red flag was flown after one of the 
most bizarre motorcycle crashes ever at 
Road Atlanta. Tom Rose, riding for 
American Harley-Davidson, crashed into 
the tire-lined Armco just after the 
Goodyear Bridge. Rose, dazed but not 
seriously injured, stayed there but the 
Harley ricocheted off the barrier, went 
back across the track, over the guardrail 
on the inside of the track and ended up 
laying on the inside of the last turn - still 
running. 

Unfortunately for HNS Racing, Team 











Suzuki had completed a lap just before 
the red flag came out. That put HNS 
Racing one lap down to the leaders on the 
second restart. It was all Hall on the sec- 
ond restart. The South Carolina rider 
immediately opened up a big gap on the 
rest of the field. Hall said that when he 
saw his lap times on the pit board (a slew 
of 1:26s and even a quick 1:25) he thought 
about riding Formula USA the next day 
ori the endurance bike. Tray Batey was 
now on-the HNS Yamaha. Batey made a 
gallant effort to stay with Team Suzuki's 
Hall but, riding with a broken wrist that 
was heavily wrapped, Batey was two sec- 
onds a lap slower. 

Virginia Breeze and Team TSBA were 
having a great race over third. The 
Virginia Breeze Yamaha had caught on 
fire during practice on Friday and Safely 
crashed in practice as well. The team 
recovered and ran a solid race all day. 

"I was riding timid after my crash the 
day before," explained Safely. “When bike 
66 (Team TSBA) went by me it kind of 
woke me up then I started to run a lot 
faster." 

Team 20/20 was one of the top run- 
ning teams all race long but with a half- 
hour left in the race the team pitted with 
oil all over the side of the bright green 
Kawasaki. The oil problem dropped Team 
20/20 to 11th at the finish. 

HNS Racing hoped by putting 
Sadowski on the bike in the closing stage 
of the race that he would be able to chase 
down Team Suzuki. 

A gleam of hope for the underdog 
HNS team came when Hall pitted the 
Team Suzuki entry. When Patterson took 
over on the bike it sputtered and acceler- 
ated very slowly out of the pit lane. "I 
thought we were in trouble," said 
Patterson. "The bike wouldn't run, it just 
kept mis-firing. Finally halfway around 
the track it cleared up and started running 
smooth again." 

Crew Chief Perry speculated that the 
gas tank somehow was pressurized dur- 
ing fueling and gas backed up into the air- 
box. 


A minute after Patterson sputtered out 
of the pits, Batey brought in the HNS 
Yamaha. Sadowski was itching to get 
back in the fray but the team had a prob- 
lem refueling and spent an excruciating 44 
seconds in the pits. 

Sadowski never got his chance to 
chase down the team he once rode for, 
Team Suzuki. Three minutes after 
Sadowski entered the race, the R.A. 
Racing machine began to smoke badly 
and dump oil over a large portion of the 
track. The race was red-flagged again and 
called complete. 

Team Suzuki Endurance remained 
undefeated this year in WERA competi- 
tion. After HNS Racing came Virginia 
Breeze, a scant three seconds ahead of 
Team TSBA. Arclight Racing rounded out 
the top five. 

Force Racing finished seventh overall 
and easily won the Heavyweight 
Production class. 

Team Pearl Suzuki finished a lap 
ahead of Royale Racing in the 
Mediumweight Superbike class and

Frazier, Everett tops at Goshen

GOSHEN, IN, MAY 16 

im Frazier, last year’s 540cc class 
Т made his jump to the 

800cc class a successful one as he 
came up the winner at the opening 
round of the '93 series. Frazier only 
made one run up the demanding two- 
jump 150-foot hill, but that's all he need- 
ed. In 540cc class action, it was Scott 
Everett coming up the winner on his sec- 
ond attempt after turning in a disastrous 
first run up the hill. 

The National was hosted by the 47- 
year-old Goshen Iron Horsemen M.C. 
and it marked the 24th year they've host- 
ed National Hillclimb rounds. They'll 
host a second series round on September 
19. "The event was the biggest yet for the 


Goshen Iron Horsemen," said Zeek 
Wenger, the event referee. Attendance 
was estimated to be 3000. 

This annual stop on the circuit is one 
of the most difficult due to the narrow 
top of the hill. The hill itself has two 
jumps, at the 30-foot and the 90-foot 
markers, with a plateau between the 
two. 

Goshen Iron Horsemen President 
Larry Wenger said, "You've got to jump 
to win. Jumping from the first 30-foot 
jump onto and just over the 90-foot jump 
is the only way to achieve a fast time on 
our hill." 

To clear the second jump requires 
some air time and a planned landing. 


Tom Reiser suggests that landing long 
to clear a few feet past the second jump 
is ideal. "What you want to do is just 
jump long and set down nice right after 
that second jump to get a nice slingshot 
effect as the motorcycle sets down while 
the throttle is on," Reiser said prior to 
the start of the competition. "Because 
setting down on the near side of that 
second jump will give you a nice kick, 
bottoming out your equipment and 
maybe even you, if not executed just 
right." 

At a total of 150-feet, the hill is the 
shortest on the circuit, and the majority 
of riders agree that cresting the hill is 
challenging and can be dangerous due to 


the narrow run off the backside of the 
top. 

Pilen Hoskins drew the honor of 
starting the day on his Honda and he 
turned in a time of 3.69 seconds. It 
turned out that his first attempt was 
good for sixth place in the 540cc class as 
he was unable to improve on it the sec- 
ond time out. 

Everett turned in the first spectacular 
get-off of the day when he and his 
Triumph landed hard a good 10-feet 
beyond the second jump. Everett was 
determined to stay on his bike as well as 
the throttle and both he and the bike 
wildly took off on up the hill, fishtailing 
and then finally going out of bounds at 











the 135-foot marker. He continued to 
climb, just missing the timing lights by 
inches, and then cartwheeling over the 
top. 
Everett was uninjured in that first 
attempt as he proved by posting the 
class winning time of 3.31 seconds his 
second time up the demanding hill. The 
winning run was a flawless one and 
would prove to be the quickest of the 
day. 

As the remainder of the 21 riders who 
signed up for the 540cc class, took their 
turns attacking the hill, it was quickly 
established that times quicker under the 
four-second mark were the norm. The 
back-to-back jumps took its toll on 
equipment and riders, though, as many 
competitors either landed too far past 
the second jump or came up short with 
the end result more often than not being 
dismounted riders and thrown chains. 

Steve Dresser took a stylish approach 
to the hill and using body English rode 
his fluorescent yellow, green and purple 
Suzuki to the top in the quickest 540cc 
class time of the first climbs, a 3.38 sec- 
ond run that netted him second on the 
day. 

Paul Lowe, a newcomer to the pro 
circuit, wasted no time in establishing 
himself as a force to be reckoned with as 
he turned in a 3.63-second run on his 
first attempt that was good for third 
place in the 540cc class. 

Defending 800cc National Champion 
Tom Reiser and his Harley-Davidson got 
the action underway in the "big" class 
but it was Frazier who turned in the 
quickest climb in class in the first round, 
a 3.33-second run that earned him the 
victory in his first series meet aboard his 
“new” large displacement, nitro-burning 
BSA. Frazier made the job at hand look 
easy as he took a straight line up the hill. 
He elected to let the first run stand and 
did not make make a second attempt. 
The best effort of Reiser's, a 3.54 on his 
second run, was only good enough for 
what had to be a disappointing seventh 
place. 

Second in the 800cc class went to 
Harley-Davidson-mounted Robert 
Castledine, who logged a 3.34 on his sec- 
ond attempt. 

Third went to Greg Williams and his 
Honda. Williams jumped long to achieve 
his best run on his first ride of the day, a 
3.38-second climb. 

Veteran climber Charlie Casey, 
aboard a Yamaha, turned in a quick run 
that netted him fourth in the 800cc class, 
but his exit off the hill was less than 
ideal in that he took a spill and broke his 
hip. 

Pire series continues with the first of 
two ‘93 rounds at Jefferson, 
Pennsylvania, on June 6. €x

Smith wins Battle of Brownsville

BROWNSVILLE, PA, MAY 16 

eam Suzuki off-roader Rodney 
T Smith snatched a place in the cross 

country record books when he 
became the first West Coast rider to win 
a GNCC round. The 29-year-old 
RMX250 pilot from Oakley, California, 
narrowly defeated three-time series 
champion Scott Summers at the Brown 
Jug 100 in Brownsville, Pennsylvania. 
Smith passed Summers in the waning 
moments of the nearly three hours-long 
race, then won a frantic sprint to the fin- 
ish line to edge Summers by just a few 
feet. 

"It wasn't as easy as it looked, that's 
for sure,” said the American 
Suzuki/Thor/Bieffe /Dunlop /Power 
Bar/Smith/Alpinestars/Race 
Tech/Acerbis-backed Smith of his 
breakthrough win. "Towards the end I 
was running second right behind Scott, 
but I had no idea where I was going to 
pass him. But he made a mistake in the 
woods and then I just tried to keep him 
behind me to the finish." 

Yamaha-mounted Fred Andrews was 
also in the late battle for the lead. In fact, 
the 27-year-old part-time pro motocross- 
er was the race leader when the white 
flag came out to signal the start of the 
last of eight laps. But Andrews needed 
to make a pit stop for gasoline, which 
allowed Smith and Summers time to 
break away. Andrews held on for third 
and in doing so took over the series 
points lead from Yamaha teammate Jan 
Hrehor, who dropped out early with a 
broken front brake assembly. Rounding 
out the top five were Team Mirage's 
Tom Norton, on a KX 125, and Team 
Green's Doug Blackwell, the early race 
leader. 

Class winners included Craig Jones 
in the 200cc A division, Tim Shephard in 
the Vet A class and Tom Harris in the 
Open A category; each was able to pad a 
points lead in his respective class. Also, 
Kawasaki-mounted Gene Onail topped 
the 250cc A class, Ohio's Gary Roach 
earned his third-straight Four-Stroke A 
victory, and Yamaha-mounted Terry 
Mealer headed the always-competitive 
Senior A class. 

While the Brownsville event may 
incorporate one of the shortest tracks on 
the GNCC circuit, it is considered by 
most series regulars to be one of the 
toughest runs on the tour. The trail is a 
diverse mixture of tight woods and 
wide-open fields. The six-mile course 
also includes a backwards trip around 
half of the Luzerne City Park MX track, 
a detour that had career woods riders 
like Summers worried about the 
motocrossing capabilities of former 
world class motocrosser Smith and 
Andrews, who holds National number 
39 on the MX circuit. 

"The plan for me is to go as fast as I 
can through the woods and then just 
ride smart in the field and on the 
motocross track," said Summers, who 
has yet to win a GNCC round this year. 
"And it's not like those guys aren't very 
fast in the woods; Fred and Rodney will 
be tough to beat today." 

When the green flag dropped on the 
first of 15 starting rows, it was no sur- 
prise that the 20-year-old Blackwell, a 
master of the dead engine start, was in 
possession of the lead. The West 
Virginian was followed closely through 
the fast fields by defending National 
Hare Scrambles Champion Scott 
Plessinger, Hrehor, New Englander 
Norton, Smith and Andrews. 

By the end of the first 20-minute-long 





lap, Blackwell was still out front, with a 
freight train of talent behind him. 
Summers, Hrehor, Smith, Team 
Husqvarna's Duane Conner, Andrews, 
Plessinger, Moose/Scott/Dunlop/ 
Link/Tsubaki-backed Norton and 
North Carolina's Steve McSwain all 
raced past the first score check in close 
formation. The order would remain sim- 
ilar 20 minutes later, with one notable 
exception - Hrehor was out. 

"The braking system came apart on 
my front wheel when I hit something or 
someone," said Hrehor of his break- 
down. "I was riding well but I was not 
lucky today." Hrehor received some 
track-side assistance from his pit crew - ' 
and from former National Enduro 
Champion Jeff Russell, who was spectat- 
ing at the event - but the damage to his 
points lead was done. He would re- 
enter the race a lap down and score no 
points. 

The racing at the front continued to 
change, seemingly with every mile, as 
Summers, Andrews, Smith, and 
Blackwell all took turns at the helm. But 
another premature race departure came 
at the halfway point, as last year's 
Brown Jug winner, Scott Plessinger, 
crashed out of the race on a fast tram 
road. 

Just after Plessinger's departure, 
Andrews put in a tremendous lap that 
allowed him to jump from fifth to first. 

"That was maybe the fourth or fifth 
lap," said Andrews Honda- 
Yamaha/Shoei /Wiseco/Smith/Pro 
Circuit/Dunlop/Answer-sponsored 
Andrews. "Everything went right that 
time around. I remember Scott and 
somebody got stuck together in a rut or 
something, then somebody else fell. I 
passed another guy and there I was in 
the lead. I just got lucky and got 
through it all. After that I went as fast as 
I could through the open stuff and did 
whatever I could to get a lead or some- 
thing, but I could never get away from 
those guys." 

On a short course like Brownsville, 
lapped traffic can be a problem, еѕре-! 
cially when nearly 300 riders are navi- 
gating it at once. The backmarkers 
seemed to give Andrews the most trou- 
ble. 

"They (the lappers) pull out of Scott's 
way because his bike is so loud," said 
Andrews. "I'm riding five or six seconds 
behind him; after they pull over for him 
they pull right back on in front of me 
and they won't pull over again. They 
don't know that you're racing with him. 
It's as if they're saying, 'Forget it, I 
already let someone by.’ That's always 
the hardest part when you're racing 
with Summers. 

"Following Scott is a good idea when 
you're with him, but you can't hold up 
and wait for him. If I could have got out 
there and ran from him, then the lappers 
wouldn't have been so bad. That's what 
Rodney did today. He just stayed right 
behind him, picked a good spot to pass 
him, and then did it at the end." 

“1 looked back towards the end and 
saw Fred back there, maybe a little fur- 
ther back than I was from Scott," said 
Smith. “That helped me out because 
when we went by lappers it was both of 
us (Scott and I) at the same time, while 
Fred had to do it all over again. I could 
stay right with Scott while the lappers 
pulled back in front of Fred." 

Smith almost took a bath just after 
the halfway mark, when he and 
Summers were dueling. : 






























































"Scott was right in front of me going 
around the pond and I was thinking that 
I could dive underneath him," said 
Smith. "We were on the inside next to 
the pond, sweeping through in fourth or 
fifth gear, and a lapped rider cut down 
in my way. I locked everything up and 
was on the guy's back fender; I thought 
it was going to be real ugly!" 

Blackwell and Norton lost the lead- 
ers’ pace in the middle stages of the 
event. Andrews was soon having diffi- 
culty with the staggered gas stops he 
was forced to make. While Summers 
only stopped: once for fuel, Andrews 
was forced to pit twice. 

"Stopping for gas had me real frus- 
trated today," admitted Andrews. "I 
had to stop twice while everyone else 
only had to stop once, and that's really 
hard in a race like this, because we're 
stopping at different times. I had to 
stop, catch back up and then stop again. 
I knew it was going to cost me at the 
end because I needed to stop, when 
Scott and Rodney kept going." 

“1 was tired at the end, starting with 
about two laps to go," said American 
Honda/ Answer/Bridgestone/White 
Bros./Oakley-supported Summers. "I 
took the lead when the other guys 
stopped for gas. I pulled out in front of 
them, but Rodney caught up with me 
and I saw Fred and Jan (Hrehor ) up 
there, too. I didn't know that Jan was a 
lap down, but he was right there with us 
in this four-way freight train through 
the woods. All I wanted to do was stay 
ahead to the woods, because I knew 
they couldn't catch me there. I would 
just kind of rest in those sections 
because when we got out of the woods I 
had to be on the gas to stay ahead of 
them. My hands were cramping and I 
was tired those last two laps. Pretty 
soon I started making mistakes; Rodney 
was right there to take advantage. 
About three miles from the finish there 
was an uphill where I got a little bit 
sideways and had to take a line that I 
hadn't been taking all day. It wasn't the 
best line, and I think Rodney saw that 
and jumped into the good line and just 
got around me." 

^I really didn't know where I was 
going to make my pass," said Smith. 
^But Scott made that one mistake and 
that was all it took. After that I just did 
my best to ride smart and keep him 
behind me." 

The two leaders sprinted into the 
viewing area and began the final charge 
to the checkered flag. Smith held on to 
win, while Summers was scored just one 
second later. 

After the spectacular finish, race 
announcer John Ayers told Summers in 
the winner's circle that he had been, "as 
impressive in this loss as in any of your 
numerous wins," but Summers wasn't 
as pleased, stating simply, "I got beat." 

Despite his disappointment, 
Summers’ ride was impressive, especial- 
ly considering the fact that he missed 
the previous round with an injured 
neck. “My neck was still bothering me a 
little from a crash last month in 
Maryland,” said Summers. “The mus- 
cles were strained and I was too sore to 
ride, let alone race the last cross country 
National. I think that not riding much 
these last four weeks hurt me at the end 
today. But I’m not making any excuses. 
Rodney rode a smart race, Fred was 
right there; any of the three of us could 
have won. It just worked out that 
Rodney was the man.” 

"I'm going to get a bigger tank, even 
though I don't like the idea of riding 
with something that big," said 
Andrews, who is competing in his first 
season on the circuit. "But if that's what 
it's going to take to win, then that's 
what I'm going to have to do. I don't 
like stopping twice, but I don't like rid-

ing with a huge tank either. The big 
thing i in this series is going to be staying 
in the top three in each race, and that's 
what I've been trying to do. I would've 
liked to win today - I tried as hard as I 
could - but it was more important to fin- 
ish than to risk running out of gas and 
losing a bunch of points." 

Andrews now leads Summers by 
three points, 75 to 72, in the series rank- 
ings, while Hrehor and Norton are tied 
for third with 59 points apiece. Smith is 
fifth, 21 points off the pace of Andrews. 

For the third time in as many races, 
Craig Jones out-classed the 200cc A divi- 
sion, this time climbing all the way up 
into seventh overall. The 22-year-old 
Jones beat 11th-overall Jeff Lauth by two 
minutes. Kawasaki-mounted Robert 
Bennett was third. 

Gear/Classic Cycles/Maier/MJ 
USA/WD-40-supported Gene Onail was 
the winner of the 14-rider 250cc A class, 
placing eighth overall in the process. 
But the Ohio rider barely beat Canadian 
contender Blair Sharpless, who crossed 
the finish line attached to Onail's rear 
fender. Blair's performance allowed him 
to maintain control of the points chase 
in his class rankings. 

West Virginia's Tommy Harris 
inched past Shawn Brell in the Open A 
point standings with his third-straight 
win. Harris bettered Ron Palermo by 
just 22 seconds. 

New Lex Honda/Sprocket 
Specialists/Maier/Pro-Vue/ AXO- 
backed Gary Roach led the Four-Stroke 
A class across the finish line with a size- 
able lead over teammate Rodney 
Judson. 

Athens-Lancaster Sport Cycles team 
boss Tim Shephard once again topped 
the Vet A division, giving him a four- 
race winning streak. Shephard finished 


‘13th overall on adjusted time and 


topped local woods pilot Rick Kresic by 
about three minutes. 

Terry Mealer earned his fourth 
Senior A win in five tries this year, 
while Lojaks-backed Joseph Hull placed 
second and Joe Lojak himself secured 
third at the finish. The Super Senior 
class leader was North Carolina's Harry 
Greenlee. сх

Hamel wails from Wells to Wendover, clinches title 


WELLS, NV, MAY 16 

o rider has ever won every round 

of the National Hare & Hound 

Series, but Danny Hamel came one 
step closer to achieving the feat by scor- 
ing his fifth win in five races at the 
Wells-to-Wendover Hare & Hound. 
Hamel can now concentrate on pulling 
off a perfect sweep, as his win in 
Nevada sewed up his third-straight 
National Championship, taking the 
pressure off for the remainder of the 
seven-round series. 

“1 wasn't too nervous before the race, 
because I knew I only had to finish fifth 
or better to clinch (the title)," said the 
Team Green/ Answer/ Acerbis/Beam/ 
Bieffe/Braking/DCR/Dunlop/ 
Don Joy/F&L/RK/IMS/Maxima/ 
Magnum/N-Style/Pro Circuit/Scott/ 
Scott's/Back Canteen/Sprocket 
Specialists/ МХА -ѕропѕогеа Hamel. “I 
figured I could do that, and if not, I still 
had two more races to do it. It does feel 
good now that it's official, though. Now 
I've set a new goal for myself of win- 
ning the last two races, to make it a per- 
fect sweep. This season has been great, 
and that would be a great way to finish 
it off." 

With the demise of the Barstow-to- 
Vegas race, the Wells-to-Wendover 





event is one of the few remaining point- 
to-point hare and hounds in the United 
States, and the only one on the National 
Championship circuit. Promoter Ron 
Dillon of USA Sports is trying to keep 
the traditional events alive, and also 
organizes the Fallon-to-Lovelock Hare & 
Hound, another popular point-to-point 
event in the same area. Along with four 
helpers, Dillon laid out the entire 
course, then enlisted the help of several 
others to work the checkpoints on race 
day. 

"The point-to-point races used to be 
really common, but hardly anybody 
does them anymore," said Dillon. 
“What we're trying to do is keep putting 
on the events so that they don't disap- 
pear altogether. It's something different, 
and people really seem to enjoy it." 

While a point-to-point event 
inevitably creates hassles for the pit 
crews, who have to move to separate pit 
stops instead of remaining in one central 
location, the Wells-to-Wendover race 
was not bad in this respect. The three- 
section course was 107 miles long, but 
the two towns are only about 50 miles 
apart, so crews had to travel just 15-20 
miles between pit stops. 

"The course was great," said KTM's 





Greg Zitterkopf, who finished third 
overall and topped the 250cc division. 
"It was too dusty - probably the dustiest 
course I've ever ridden - and it was too 
fast for a 250, but they had some neat 
sections in between where they put you 
up in the cedars and the snow, which 
was fun." 

Hamel took control right off the bat, 
kicking his big KX500 to life and grab- 
bing an impressive holeshot. At the end 
of the two-mile, uphill bomb run, 
Hamel had already put at least 200 
yards on the pack. 

^We used the same start that we have 
for the past couple years, so I just found 
my old trail and used that," said Hamel. 
“It worked great, because I got a great 
start and never got passed all day." 

Zitterkopf, on the other hand, was 
stuck back in the pack at the end of the 
bomb run. "I got off the line okay, but 
the open bikes just pulled away on the 
uphill start," said Zitterkopf, who was 
hoping to wrap up the 250cc class title 
so that he could ride a big bike at the 
final two rounds. "I was the first 250 at 
the bomb, but I was probably back 
around 20th. After that I just started 
picking people off one at a time." 

At the end of the first section, Hamel 
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was still comfortably out front with a 
30-second lead on teammate Ty Davis, 
who was the only rider to challenge the 
defending champ. Team Green ace 
Roeseler was running third. 

"I was literally on (Hamel's) back tire 
for a while," said Davis. "We got in 
those canyons, and with the walls on the 
sides, there was nowhere to go. I was 
right on his ass, going, 'Man I wish I 
could just get by, so I could dust him 
out.' Then we hit a lakebed and he dust- 
ed me out." 

In the next section Hamel pulled 
ahead of the Team Green/Dunlop/ 
Xtreme/Endura/Shoei/Race 
Tech/Smith/Sidi /IMS/ Acerbis-backed 
Davis, and stretched his lead to a full 
minute at the next gas stop. From that 
point on, he was never challenged. 

"Ty was pounding on my back wheel 
on the first loop," said Hamel. "But on 
the second loop we dropped into some 
fast stuff and I pulled away. After that it 
was smooth sailing." 

Hamel poured on the gas on the final 
section, and crossed the line with over a 
two-minute lead, scoring another over- 
all win. “I heard it was dusty out there, 
but I was in front, so it wasn't a big deal 
for me. I really didn't have any prob- 
lems all day. Ty gave me a little trouble 
at first, but he was the only other rider 
that I ever saw. He's turning into an 
exceptional desert racer." 

Third overall and first 250 was 
Smith/Shoei/Thor/EK/ Acerbis/GP / 
KTM/F&L/Dunlop/White Bros./FMF/ 
Renthal/Duralube/Twin Air-backed 
Zitterkopf, after Roeseler faded with 
brake problems. “I was passing people 
all day,” said Zitterkopf. “On the last 
loop we got into some tight stuff, and I 
caught Larry. Then I got Dan 
Richardson a little bit later. I wish I'd 
been on an open bike. Someone needs to 
get up there and give Danny a race. I 
think I could have done it on a bigger 
bike." 

While Zitterkopf will probably win 
the 250cc class championship, Ed 
Sorenson is still in the hunt mathemati- 
cally, so Zitterkopf will ride his quarter- 
liter machine at the next round. 

Southern California ace Dan 
Richardson was impressive, motoring 
his big CR500 across the line in fourth 
overall, while Roeseler rounded out the 
top five. с

enny Roberts Jr. was sitting in the 

upper deck of a Marlboro Roberts 

Yamaha team bus in the paddock 
of the Spanish Grand Prix at Jerez, and 
he felt at home. He had moved to Spain 
on February 10 to take part in the inau- 
gural Ducados Open Series because the 
competition was stiffer than in the U.S., 
because there was more opportunity to 
ride on the race weekends, because the 
purses were better, because he wanted to 
acclimate himself for an assault on the 
1994 250cc World Championship, and 
because his dad told him he had to. 

“When did you make the decision to 
come over here?" the younger Roberts 
was asked. 

"When my dad told me to," he 
answers, then asks his father, seated 
nearby in conversation with dirt tracker 
Steve Morehead: "When did you tell me 
I had to come to Spain. February 9?" he 
asks jokingly, before adding, "I sort of 
knew I was going to be racing here for a 
while." 

"This is home," Roberts Jr. says hav- 
ing grown up in the paddock since the 
days his father raced. "Ever since I was 
real small, the GPs, the paddock, and 
stuff is my homé. It feels like I've always 
been around it. I always pictured myself 





in the future here. I never 
thought about it much, but I 
knew I'd be here. There was 
always an image in the back 
of my mind. When I'm here 
^m totally content. When I'm 
not here this is all I think 
about. 

"I'm so happy that I'm 


. around the circuit and my 


dad and Wayne (Rainey) as 
far as GPs go," Roberts Jr. 
says. 

There are things that he 
misses, being away from 
Hickman, California, things 
like family and friends. “А lot 
of people don't like to leave 
America. It's a big adjust- 
ment." But he's taken an 
apartment in Sitges, the 
Spanish resort town south of 
Barcelona where his father 
and Rainey have a house. 
And, despite there being less 
races than in the U.S., the race 
weekends allow far more time 
in the saddle. Three hours of 
free practice on Thursday, 
two more one-hour sessions 
on Friday, and two one-hour 
qualifying sessions оп 
Sunday. 

“I just wanted to get to the 
GPs as quick as I could and 
this seemed to be the best 
way. We could have done it in 
America, but it would have 
been more dangerous, as far 
as the tracks go, and not 
enough competition. Jimmy 
(Filice), of course is good com- 
petition. But there needs to be 
about 15 more Jimmys to 
make it good," he adds. 

Not that he blazed a path 
to winner's circle in 1992. 
Roberts Jr. spent last year 
chasing Colin Edwards Jr., 
never beating him, and bust- 
ing himself up a few times 
trying. He finished third in 
the AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
Series behind Edwards and 
his Southwest Motorsports 
teammate Chris D'Aluisio. 
There are many who think 
Roberts Jr. would have been 
better off staying in the U.S. 
learning how to win, some- 
thing he didn't do during the 





1992 season. But Little Kenny, as he's 
known, shrugs it off. 

^Winning the race and getting experi- 
ence are two different things. Mostly it 
was just me and Colin, sometimes 
D'Aluisio. These guys over here are on 
the gas all the time. (Luis) D'Antin is a 
real good gauge because he races GPs," 
Roberts Jr. says of the 29-year-old 
Spaniard who stands 14th in the World 
Championship with a best finish of 11th 
place. "I'm not saying I'm as quick as 
D'Antin, but at least I can gauge off him." 

In the three Spanish races this year, 
Roberts Jr. has finished second to 
D'Antin twice, in Albacete and 
Montmelo, and beat him in the most 
recent race scoring his first win at 
Calafat, a race that he feels was his best 
of the year. 

"Once I got a six-second lead I put a 
second a lap on and once I got up to a 
15-second lead I just rode from there on 
out," said Roberts Jr. after jetting off 
from pole position and avoiding a mas- 
sive first turn pileup. "It just didn't real- 
ly feel like a win because I was so far in 
front. It's sort of just starting to sink in." 

Despite the fame of his name, Little 
Kenny Roberts hasn't been racing all that 
long, preferring to take part in a number 
of other athletic pursuits unpressured by 
his father. “I had so much to do earlier. 
My dad doesn't push. He doesn't want 
us racing if we don't want to. And he 
gives us such an opportunity to do 
whatever we want. Basketball, football, 
soccer, and I didn't get out of high 
school until I was 17 so I really just spent 
a lot of time with my friends." 

His race career has progressed quick- 
ly from YSR50 road racing, to about 10 
trips to the Lodi Cycle Bowl, to a season 
of WERA racing, to a season of AMA 
racing, and now the Spanish series. He 
believes he has, at most, 20 road races 
under his belt, not much experience for 
someone in his first overseas season. But 
he's arrived here a full seven years 
younger than his father was in his pre- 
mier season and he knows that the com- 
parisons are inevitable. 

" At first it was like, I didn't really 
understand the full effect of it when I 
first started racing in America, here I 
think it's great. A lot of the pressure as 
far as riding and stuff is on me, but I try 
not to let it bother me and it's only as 
much as I put on myself. I always sort of 
knew who he was and what he was 
about since I was very small." 








But once he's out on the track, he 
knows he's on his own and has a differ- 
ent, more modern role model. 

"It's easier when he comes because he 
can come out there and watch. The 
important part is that he just gives me 
advice. He doesn't say “Do this.’ He says, 
"You're doing this all wrong and you've 
got to try this and that.’ And I go out 
there and do exactly that right away and 
Idevelop my own style right away and I 
do it.. He can only give me so much 
advice before I do it. A lot of people say I 
do the same as (Kevin) Schwantz when I 
take my foot off the peg, but that's the 
only way I can ride. I go into corners and 
my left foot always comes off the peg. 
But I look more like Wayne (Rainey) 
than my dad. 

"If I could ride like anybody it'd be 
Wayne. I can't relate to the way my dad 
rode because he was on the big ele- 
phants. I try to do what Wayne does 
because he's the best." 

And it's something that Roberts Jr. 
thinks about constantly. Every facet of 
his racing life owes something to Rainey. 

While qualifying for the race at 
Calafat, he found that he wasn't improv- 
ing as quickly as he'd hoped, putting the 
blame to the machine. "The bike was 
having troubles and I just said if Wayne 
got on this bike, if he had to ride it, he 
would. I got on the bike and did 24 laps 
and on the 24th lap I did a 28.8, my best 
lap. Wayne's 100% of everything. He's so 
mentally and physically fit I don't think 
anybody's going to be able to beat him." 

During one seven-week stretch 
between the 1990 and 1991 seasons 
Kenny Jr. spent, on average, six hours a 
day flat tracking the Honda 100's that 
have become the learning tool of choice 
for the Roberts ranch. A number of rid- 
ers from around the world would stop 
by, but Rainey was his most constant 
companion. "There were a lot of people 
out there every day and I made at least a 
five-second jump from that year to the 
following year." 

Because of a break in the schedule, 
Roberts' Jr. gets to return home for much 
of July and August. He'll make his only 
U.S. appearance at the U.S. GP as a 
^wild card" entry on a works machine. 
Though he's sponsored by Marlboro in 
Spain, his sponsor for Laguna Seca 
hasn't been confirmed. 

And even though he's in Spain, he 
keeps tabs on his former rivals. "I keep 
track of Jimmy (Filice). I've always been 
close to him as far as outside of racing. I 
figured he was going to run away with it 
this year anyway. Other than that, Colin 
Edwards - I talk to him." 

Edwards and Roberts Jr. had some 
memorable races last year and will likely 
have many more in the future. Edwards 
has a two-year contract with Yamaha 
and will likely fulfill it on the Vance & 
Hines superbike team. After that he'll 
likely head to Europe on a frontline 
500cc team where he might come up 
against Roberts Jr. who would like to see 
himself on a 500 within three years. 
"Two more years at the maximum on a 
250. It just depends on how next year 
evolves." 

Riding under the shadow of his father 
is the toughest act in racing and Roberts 
Jr. wants to be accepted as his own man. 
^A lot of people judge me from before 
they even meet me or understand me 
and all that. There is a lot of pressure as 
far as riding and stuff on me, but I try 
not to let it bother me and it's only as 
much as I put on myself. I mean, I'll get 
there. I have no doubt about it. My dad 
didn't go to Europe until he was 27, 26; 
something like that. So I've got about 10 
years until that age, so hopefully by then 
I will have won some World 
Championships. And ай that pressure 
will be gone. And then I'll be Kenny's 
son." сч

Krause leads team to LeFud win 


EL CENTRO, CA, MAY 15-16 

he Kawasaki KX500-mounted team 
T of Paul Krause, Garth Sweetland, 

Marty Smith, Ted Hunnicuttt Jr., 
Dave Ondas and Craig Smith endured a 
grueling 24-hour run through the desert 
to score the overall win at the 24 Hours 
of LeFud, a biennial event held at the 
Plaster City West BLM Open Recreation 
Area, two hours east of San Diego. 

The around-the-clock-twice race has 
only a few rules: teams are limited to six 
riders and the motorcycle must finish 
the race with the same motor and frame 
that it started with. Named after the 
race's promoter, a man known simply as 
“Fudpucker,” the San Diego Sports 
Committee-sanctioned race served as a 
round of the Budweiser Superstition 
Championship Series, a multi-event 
desert race series held mostly in AMA 
District 38. 

Two-wheeled and ATV entries fill 
the program every other year at the 
annual event, as cars, trucks and bug- 
gies compete on the alternating years. 
Most of the riders who competed in the 





event, though, agreed that the race was 
too punishing to be an annual affair. The 
top riders averaged 50-plus mph on the 
10-mile course, and the fastest lap of the 
event was turned in by Rex Staten, at an 
average speed of 72 mph. The race starf- 
ed at 7:00 a.m. Saturday morning and 
finished at 7:00 a.m. Sunday. 

Krause, who also led his team to vic- 
tory in the 1991 running, rode the first 
200-mile shift and led from the get-go. 
Krause and his team set a blistering pace 
that would have far surpassed their pre- 
vious track record of 1215 miles. But 
their KX500 balked under the torture of 
continuous use, and left its rider - 
Ondas at the time - stranded with only 
fifth gear. 

While Kawasaki Team Green's James 
DeGaine and Bert Toms tore apart the 
big KX's transmission, the Dan Worley, 
Earl Roberts, Rex Staten, Craig Adams 
and Jeff Kaplan team took over the lead 
spot aboard another Kawasaki KX500. 
The Krause-captained team was side- 
lined for nearly two hours while 








| 
| 
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DeGaine and Toms repaired the gear- 
box, and re-entered the race 70 miles 
down on the Worley-captained squad. 

But Lady Luck would be on Krause’s 
side, as the Worley entry suffered a bro- 
ken clutch. DeGaine again came to the 
rescue, this time with the help of Joe 
Lane. Though the Worley team returned 
to action quickly, they would again be 
sidelined with a seized motor. 
Apparently, a washer was left in the air- 
box during the speedy clutch repair, and 
it found its way into the cylinder. 

With that, the Krause team was never 
again seriously challenged, and rode on 
to victory. The team covered 1320 miles 
in 24 hours and eclipsed their previous 
record. 

DeGaine rebuilt the top end on 
Worley’s machine quickly enough for 
the team to salvage second, after they 
covered 1260 miles. 

Third overall and first in the 250cc 
division was the Suzuki RMX250- 
mounted team of Darrin Sanford, Jeff 
Martinez, John Flores, Tim Morton, 
Danny Anderson and Mark Girsch. 
They completed 1190 miles, coming up 
short of the 250cc class record by less 
than nine miles. 

The top 125cc entry finished fourth 
overall. Bob Bell, Mike Clancy, Justin

Hollmann, Jason Corfman, Jason Tuck 
and Mark Green accumulated 1090

Rogers smokes ‘em 
at Myrtle Beach

MYRTLE BEACH, SC, MAY 15 
usty Rogers smoked the competi- 
R tion at the third round of the 
М. Motorcycle Asphalt Racing Series, 
held on the high-banked 5/8 mile oval 
of Myrtle Beach Speedway in conjunc- 
tion with the 53rd Annual Myrtle Beach 
Bike Week. The race drew a large num- 
ber of entrants and the front straight- 
away grandstands were filled to capaci- 
ty with spectators. 

For the second year in a row, Rogers 
dominated the action and made off with 
the lion’s share of the $20,000 purse, 
provided by the Carolina Harley- 
Davidson Dealers Association. Rogers 
hobbled around in the pits, still showing 
the after-effects of a high-speed crash 
that he had at the Pomona Half Mile 
Grand National, held two weeks earlier 
in California. But when the light went 
green, Rogers put his aches and pains 
aside and controlled the action from the 
get-go. 

“They had to put me on the bike, but 
I feel great now,” said Harley-Davidson 
of Frederick/Hank Scott Racing/J&M 
Racing/Team Wickersham/Bell/ 
ESAB/ Airco/L-Tech-sponsored Rogers 
after scoring his extremely popular win. 

Mike Hale topped Donnie Krusinski 
and James Hart in the Harley-Davidson 
883 race while Terry Poovey nabbed the 
win in the 600cc class. Brian Tillson and 
Erik Graybeal chased Poovey home. 

Drag Specialties awarded the fastest 
qualifier in each class $50, and it was 
Rogers' who raced around the D-shaped 
paved oval the fastest in the 750cc class. 
Rogers first attempt at a hot lap was 
botched, however, as the timing light 
failed to catch him as he sped by. Rogers 
was waved out for another lap, and he 
proceeded to smoke his tire all the way 
around the track and stop the clock at 





21.98 seconds on his Harley-Davidson 
XR750. 

Tillson’s 21.87 lap was the fastest in 
the 600cc class, while road racer Chuck 
Blackmon topped the 883 field with a 
23.37 lap. 

Rogers easily topped the field in the 
first heat race, as he grabbed the 
holeshot and waved good-bye to his 
competition. Steve Burkholder, Poovey 
and Steve Morehead battled over the 
runner-up spot, and it was Poovey who 
eventually gained control of the position 
aboard his Honda RS750. Burkholder 
held off Morehead and finished third. 

Will Davis was the star of the second 
heat, leading an intense battle between 
Mike Scott and Canadian National 
Champion Steve Beattie from start to 
finish. Scott’s Honda quit on lap five, 
leaving second to Beattie. The Canadian 
reeled in Davis, but couldn’t find the 
edge needed to make a pass. 

At the start of the main, fast-heat 
winner Rogers elected to start the race 
on the outside pole. 

“I know I've got to take it easy early 
on to save my tire,” said Rogers before 
the start of the 15-lap affair. 

Davis grabbed the holeshot, but 
Rogers made quick work of him and 
bumped him back to second on the first 


Pa knew that my only chance was to 
get a good start and hold him off, but 
Rusty was just going too fast tonight," 
said Davis, who was aboard the Skip 
Eaken-tuned Texas Harley-Davidson 
usually piloted by the injured Larry 
Pegram, last year's MARS Champion. 

Though he said he'd take it easy, 
Rogers blasted out to a comfortable lead 
with a few tire-smoking laps in the early 
stages of the race. Rogers was never

challenged, and enjoyed a comfortable 
lead by the time he wheelied past 
Poochie Cox's checkered flag. Davis 
rode alone in second, while a wild battle 
raged over third. 

Beattie, Poovey, Burkholder and 
Morehead argued over the position, and 
it was Poovey who outlasted the rest at 
the flag. Poovey took over the position 
on lap 11, just ahead of Burkholder. 
Beattie started to slow with a worn-out 
tire, while Morehead dropped out on 
the last lap with a flat. At the finish, 
Poovey was third ahead of Burkholder 
and Beattie. 

Poovey returned and trounced the 
competition in the 600cc main by jump- 
ing out front early and staying there. 

“I just tried to get a good start, then 
ride a smooth race," said Texas Harley- 
Davidson/Sakaida Trucking/Hap 
Jones/ DRS/Bell/Hap Jones/Marion- 
eaux Racing/Jack Sisemore/Honda- 
line/Tsubaki-sponsored Poovey. 
Sounds simple, and for Poovey it was. 

Several battles far behind Poovey 
kept the crowd entertained. Graybeal 
and Tillson argued over second until lap 
11, when Tillson got by for good. 

"] knew I had to get by Erik to have 
any chance at the win," said Tillson. 
“But it took me too long to do so. Once I 
got into second I stayed even with 
Poovey, but I couldn't gain any 
ground." 

"This is my favorite track," said 
Graybeal, who held on to third. “In five 
years, I have never finished out of the 
top three." 

At the start of the 883cc main, 
Blackmon, Garth Brow, Don Krusinski, 
Mike Hale and Tillson ran in close for- 
mation. Blackmon and Brow swapped 





the lead repeatedly, but disaster struck 
on lap four when Blackmon and Brow 
collided as they entered turn two. 
Brow fell hard and slid into the wall. 
The red flag came out, and Brow was 
taken to the hospital with a broken left 
femur. 

Hale made the most of the restart 
and moved from third to first on the 
first lap. Tillson stayed right behind 
Hale, but as he went to make a pass on 
Blackmon, the two made contact and 
Tillson crashed unhurt. 

Hale led on the second restart aboard 
his Bartels’ Harley-Davidson/Joe 
Schmoe Graphics/Bieffe/Motion Pro/ 
1xspa/Vanson/Dunlop/Kal- 
Gard/Supertrapp /Pennzoil/SBS/ 
D.I.D./K&N/Hap Jones/Sam Line- 
sponsored 883, and began to pull clear 
of his rivals. Blackmon thought he had a 
handle on second, but Krusinski and 
James Hart were breathing down his 
leathers. 

Krusinski got past Blackmon on lap 
11 and Hart did the same just before the 
finish line. 

Hale scored an easy win over 
Krusinski and Hart, while Blackmon 
held on to fourth. сч

Nilsson, Hansson home first in Sweden

NYKOPING, SWEDEN, MAY 16 
wedish joy knew no bounds as 
9 home-country rider Jorgen Nilsson 
powered back to the top of the 


. championship point standings with the 


overall win at Nykoping. The win was 
Nilsson's second of the young season, 
and helped make up for his dismal per- 
formance at the previous round in 
Austria. 

Making Nilsson’s overall win even 
sweeter for the thousands of Swedish 
fans on hand was an incredible runner- 
up performance by another home rider, 
Marcus Hansson. Making Hansson's 
ride incredible was the fact that he had 
spent the previous two weeks in bed 
with a strange virus that kept him from 
competing in Austria. 

"This win makes up for last week," 
said a starry-eyed Nilsson of his 54- 
point haul. "I had all of the bad luck in 
Austria, but this week it was my turn to 
win and Boonen's turn for the bad 
luck." 

Austrian GP winner and title con- 
tender Johan Boonen did indeed suffer a 
disastrous day in Sweden. Boonen fin- 
ished second in the opening leg, but 
only managed to score four more points 
in the remaining two races. Boonen's 
poor showing at Nykoping dropped 
him to third in the series point stand- 
ings. 

New Zealander Darryl King was 
third overall, and sits second in the 
series points chase. 

Processional racing was the order of 
the day, as the track allowed little room 
for passing. Grabbing the holeshot 
would almost guarantee a decent rider 
an eventual top-five finish. 

The first 30-minute moto had to be 
restarted after nearly a third of the field 





jumped the gate. Jeremy Whatley led 
when the red flag came out, and would 
not be denied at the restart. When the 
gate dropped the second time, Whatley 
again grabbed the holeshot. 

"It's usually Murphy's Law that I get 
a rotten start at the restarts, but today I 
led again." 

Nilsson spoiled Whatley's run of 
luck, however, as he pounced early in 
the race and went unchallenged for the 
moto win. It was the third GP in a row 
that Nilsson won the opening moto at. 

“I knew that it would be imperative 
to get out quickly and control the race 
from there," said Nilsson. "I always had 
à bit of speed in reserve." 

Boonen also worked past Whatley, 
but was unable to reel in Nilsson. 

"I might have caught Nilsson, but I 
was a tad too cautious because of the 
watering before the race. The track was 
slippery." 

Whatley held on to third behind win- 
ner Nilsson and runner-up Boonen, and 
fought off a late-race charge by Joel 
Smets along the way. 

“I got water behind my Roll-Offs on 
the first lap and. I dare not take them off 
until I got out of traffic," said Smets. 

Hansson finished sixth. 

“Тага surprised that I was even able 
to finish the race," said Hansson. "I had 
been sleeping 20 hours a day- with my 
virus. The doctors don't know what it 
was. Suddenly, I awoke on Monday and 
I felt fine.” 

Hansson felt even better as the day 
wore on, as he and Nilsson dominated 
the last two races. 

Hansson worked to the front of the 
pack early in both races, and on each 
occasion, Nilsson was glued to his rear 





fender. Though Nilsson stayed close, he 
would never head Hansson in either 
race and settled for a pair of seconds, 
good enough for the overall win. 

“T got close a few times, but I would 
have had to get physical to pass Marcus. 
He was riding too strong,” said Nilsson. 
“I started to get stomach cramps in the 
third moto and just settled for second 
right away, knowing that the overall 
was mine.” 

Nilsson was almost nipped at the line 
in the third moto, however, by four- 
stroke pilot Jacky Martens. Martens 
started the white flag 100 yards behind 
Nilsson, and closed the gap on the final 
lap. 

After finishing second in the first 
race, Boonen crashed hard in race two 
and finished well in the back of the pack 
with 0 points. He finished 13th in moto 
three after a first turn crash. 

“1 had a big crash in race two,” 
explained Boonen. “I had a bad start but 
was moving reasonably well when I 
came over a jump and landed оп a 
downed bike. In the last race, I got stuck 
in someone's bike in a first-turn crash. I 
was last by the time I got free." с

Demaria dazzling 
at Poland 


GDYNIA, POLAND, MAY 16 
D utchman Pedro Trager extended 





his championship point lead to 43| 

with a fifth-overall placing at 
Gdynia in northern Poland, but it was| 
Frenchman Yves Demaria who brough 
the Dutch domination of the series thus 
far to a halt with stellar 1-1-4 perfor- 
mances on the rough, whooped-out 
sand track. 

Sand specialist Demaria trounced the 
field with a start-to-finish romp in moto 
one, while the Netherlands’ Remy Уап 
Rees finished a strong second, well 
ahead of Swede Joakim Karlsson. 
France’s Mikael Pichon, winner of the 
San Diego Supercross Western Regional 
125cc main event in February, was 
fourth, just ahead of a charging Tragter. 

Demaria again worked his magic in 
the second 30-minute contest. Demaria 
got off to a good start and assumed the 
lead in the early going. Once out front, 
the flashy, long-haired rider went on to 
an uncontested win. This time, Demaria 
led Karlsson across the finish line, as 
first-moto runner-up Van Rees crashed 
hard and retired early in the moto. 
Tragter recovered well from a miserable 
start to finish third ahead of Dutchman 
Peter Beirer. Pichon suffered a bad start 
and finished fifth. 

The third and final moto saw Beirer 
and Pichon jump out into the top two 
spots and wage an all-out war for the 
lead. Meanwhile, Demaria struggled to 
recover from his only bad start of the 
day and began to work through the 
pack. Karlsson joined Demaria in the 
struggle from the back, as he crashed in 
the early going and eventually worked 
up to seventh. 

Beirer and Pichon continued to bat- 
tle, with Beirer gaining the upper hand 
in the end and pulling out to a nine-sec- 
ond advantage. At the flag, it was Beirer 
ahead of Pichon, while Tragter came 
home third after another mediocre start. 
Demaria raged his way into fourth, 
good enough for the overall win. сч

Marini masters 
Italy; Misfortune 
haunts U.S. Team ©

VARESE, ITALY, MAY 9 

ith the considerable talents of 
W members Dee Ann Wood, Cindy 

Cole, Kristy Shealy and Nadine 
Holbert all on hand at the second run- 
ning of what is essentially the women's 
world championship of motocross, the 
U.S. Women’s Motocross Team had high 
hopes of coming home victorious. Bad 
luck unfortunately besieged the 
American squad, however, and it was 
home-country hero Cristiana Marini 
who posted the overall win in the event. 

In addition to the Italian and 
American squads, teams were also on 
hand from Australia and New Zealand. 
Teams from Russia, the Ukraine and 
Slovenia were expected to show, but 
political problems in their countries 
forced them to back out. France and 
Great Britain were also no-shows. 

The U.S. team got their first hint that 
they would be visited by bad luck, and 
not Lady Luck, when Holbert's connec- 
tion for a pre-production 1994 125cc 
KTM failed to come through, leaving her 
to hunt for a loaner bike. Holbert rode an 
“88 Cagiva during Saturday's practice, 
the same bike on which she had compet- 
ed in Faenza the previous year, but the 
bike was in a deteriorated state, and the 
track proved much more challenging 
than last year's. Fortunately, Italian team 
member Patrizia Columbo produced a 
'91 KTM for Holbert on Sunday morning 
before the first moto. Cole was compet- 
ing aboard a '93 KTM, provided by 
Bryan Folks, an American who is living 
and racing in Italy. 

The second spot of trouble hit when 
Wood's KX125 seized during practice, 
but the Italian Polezia Kawasaki team 
stepped forward with an entire new 
engine for the American's bike. 

With Wood back in action and Cole 
posting the fastest overall qualifying 
time to earn first pick at gate position, 
things looked good for . the 
Acerbis/ Artco Design/CTi/Dunlop/ 
ЕМЕ / Motul/Scott/Shoei /Sidi-spon- 
sored U.S. team. 

Wood holeshot moto one and led to 
the uphill first turn in front of Australia's 
Tiffany Greenwood, Shealy and Cole. 
The track was extremely challenging, 
consisting of massive uphills, steep 
downhills, off-camber turns and steep, 
rutted tabletops. There was only one sec- 
tion where the riders could hit top 
speed, a brief, rutted, rocky piece of 
ground. 

Wood led.for over half of the race 
before Greenwood took an inside line on 
the last downhill and slid into the lead. 
Wood stayed on Greenwood's rear tire 
until disaster struck when her bike 
seized on the top of a hill, with two laps 
remaining. Fourteen-year-old Shealy 
moved-into the number-two spot and 
chased after the Australian, with Cole 
running in third. On the last lap, Shealy 

» shot off the last downhill and took the 
* inside line to a single jump, when her 
bike also seized, startling the spectators 
when it emmitted a loud "pop." 
Shealy's mechanic, Billy Whitley 
began to push the wounded bike, when 
he noticed that the spark plug cap had 
blown off. The piston had blown so hard 
that it literally pushed the plug out. 
With one half of the U.S. team watch- 














ing helplessly from the sidelines, Cole 
inherited the runner-up spot, crossing 
the line behind Greenwood. Marini 
rounded out the top three in the moto. 
Marini's teammate Stefania Bau was 
fourth, with New Zealand's Shelly 
Hickman completing the top five. 
Holbert came home in the number-eight 
position. 

The American team members were 
understandably disappointed between 
motos, but Reddis Land stepped for- 
ward and volunteered his KX motor for 
Wood to borrow in the second moto. 
Land had been competing in the male 
support race, so his engine was still hot, 
but with less than 30 minutes until moto 
two, Whitley and Jack Yost worked dili- 
gently to swap powerplants. 
Unfortunately no motor was found in 
time for Shealy's mount, so she was left 
to video-tape the race for her teammates. 

Italian Anna Fizzardi holeshot moto 
two, followed by Marini, Wood and 
Cole. Fizzardi held the lead through the 
second uphill before Marini shot past 
her, followed by Greenwood. By the end 
of the first lap, it was a five-bike battle 
for first. As the riders shot off the first 
downhill, Cole was side by side with 
Fizzardi. Cole took the inside line at the 
bottom and cut the Italian off, but her 
front wheel caught a rock and she went 
down. Cole quickly remounted, but not 
before three riders slipped by. 

At the end of lap two, Marini, 
Greenwood and Wood had pulled away 
from the rest of the racers, but Cole had 
already passed two riders after her fall. 
Greenwood took over the lead spot from 
Marini, and Wood passed the Italian for 
second on the last turn before the giant 
tabletop, then moved into the lead when 
the Australian crashed over a tabletop. 

Wood kept her lead for the next three 
laps before Marini began to reel her in. 
The Italian spectators were going crazy, 
with half the crowd yelling for Wood 
and the other half yelling for Marini. 
Wood stalled her engine in the first half 
of lap seven, and Marini moved into the 
point. Wood refired her motor and the 
two women continued their battle all the 
way to the checkered flag. Greenwood 
finished in third, with Cole on her fender 
in fourth. 

Marini and Greenwood were tied on 
points, but the Italian got the nod for the 
overall win by virtue of her second-moto 
win. "I am very proud of my ride, and to 
represent my country for this race," said 
Marini. 

Though she obviously would have 
prefered a win, Greenwood was happy 
with her.runner-up performance. “1 feel 
very good about my ride," she said. "I 
tried very hard to catch up, but Cristiana 
and Dee Ann were too far ahead of me." 

Cole, in third place and the top U.S. 
finisher, said, "I really liked the track 
and it was very challenging. I wish I had 
brought my own bike, but then I might 
have had the same problems as Dee and 
Kristy, with their motors. I fell a lot, 
something I don't normally do, and the 
clutch kept slipping, so it cost me dearly. 
I appreciate Bryan loaning me his bike." 

In spite of her first-moto disaster, 
Wood still claimed seventh overall. ^I just 
can't figure out why the motor's seizing. I 
was in shape both mentally and physical- 
ly; of course I'm disappointed I couldn't 
finish my first moto and then lost my lead 
in the last lap of the second race. The 
Italians were very generous with their 
offers, and coming forward with their 
engines...I wish I could have taken the 
World Cup home, but there's next year in 
San Antonio (where the event will be 
held in '94), and we'll be ready!" 

Holbert, the ninth-overall finisher, 
commented, "Of course I'm sad I didn't 
get the bike I was expecting, but I'm 
happy with the ride I had on what I had 
to race on. I planned on finishing in the

top five, but we came to race and I'm 
just happy we didn't get hurt or incur 
any injuries." 

Added Shealy, "I really wish I had a 
motor for the second moto. I was keep- 
ing up with Dee Ann, Tiffany and Cindy 
and I know I could have been up there. 
I'll be ready for them in San Antonio 
next year, though!" €N

Grey grabs gold at 
StarWest Motocross

Tony Grey put together a 1-2 punch that was 
good enough to take home the gold in the 
125cc Beginner class during the final round of 
the StarWest Supercross Ticket Give-A-Way 
Series. 

Grey came out of the gate ahead of the pack, 
leading the quarter-liter rockets into turn one, 
with Dustin Hoppe, Chris Curtis, Robert 
Morgan and Neil Alonzo pushing and shoving 
for position . 

Grey pulled away from the pack as he 
smoothly negotiated the rocker section and then 
almost lost it on the last ledge as his Honda 
bucked hard. He saved it with an application of 
throttle and a little bit of luck. 

Behind him Morgan made a move on Curtis, 
pulling alongside as they flew over the King 
Kong double jump; Morgan held on the gas 
longer and then out-braked him going into the 
right-hander at the end of the straightway. 

Morgan then closed in on Hoppe, who made 
it even easier to get by as he dumped his 
Kawasaki just before the jump, handing him sec- 
ond place. But Morgan was on the move and 
proceeded to catch the leader. 

Omanson hadn't noticed the approaching 
KX pilot and on the last lap Grey went outside 
and then dove inside as the pair rode through 
the Snake Pit, a set of switchbacks that reversed 
itself twice before entering a step-up jump. 

At the checkered it was Grey with the win, 
Omanson only a bike length behind him and 
Hoppe, who had dropped off the pace about 10- 
seconds back. Morgan came home in fourth with 
Alonzo rounding out the top five slots. 

When the gate dropped for moto two, 
Morgan wasn't waiting for an invitation to take 
the lead, but grabbed a handful of throttle and 
powered his way to the holeshot. Jimmy Jay 
Deever was all over him as the rounded the turn 
and then stuck with him though the first lap. 

Ken Bitterolf and Curtis were dicing for 
third with Omanson coming up quickly to chal- 
lenge Curtis. Omanson dropped Curtis to fifth 
with an outside-line pass and on the same lap 
got past Bitterolf. 

Up front, Grey had his hands full defending 
his lead position from Deever. Also moving up 
through the ranks was Eddie Nichols, who had 
just passed Frank Fierro for fifth and had his 
sights set on Curtis. 

As the laps passed, Omanson had closed to 








_ the duel between Deever and Grey, but Deever 


was putting the pressure on Grey in a big way 
and on the last lap Deever made a do-or-die 
pass that worked and he took the checkered. 





Grey kept the gas on and captured second 
place, which also gave him the overall win.

Schwartz wins Victorville

Bobby Schwartz used a flawless gate to capture 
the win in the Scratch main event, in front of a 
packed opening night crowd of 4200 at 
Speedway USA.

Venegas also stuck to the outside and finished in 
fourth place. 

The Handicap main at Speedway USA was a 
six-rider, six-lap race that started with Dennis 
Briggs on the 10-yard line, Donnie Odom and 
Andy Northrup starting from the 30, John Aden 
and Brent Werner stationed on the 40 and 
Schwartz alone back on the 50. Northrup was 
the first rider to establish a lead as he drove 
hard on the inside and held the point in front of 
Odom. Aden followed on the groove just inches 
behind Odom, when out of nowhere Werner 
came storming around the whole pack from his 
fourth-place position. Werner moved up even 
with Northrup but as he stated after the race, "I 
used up what little outside dirt that was left and 
couldn't make the final push to get around 
Northrup." 

Northrup kept up a good pace on the inside 
and moved back into a one-bike length lead as 
the white last-lap flag came out. Werner, obvi- 
ously disappointed and tired, at having come so 
close, slowed in the last turn and watched as 
Aden nipped him at the line to claim second 
place.

Bauder sensational at Horn 


Rapids Motocross

RICHLAND, WA, MAY 2 

After returning home from the NMA Nationals, 
125cc B National Champion Cory Bauder put on 
a sensational show sweeping the 125, 250cc A 
and combined A classes at the Horn Rapids 
ORV Park aboard his Kawaskis. 

In the first 125cc Pro/A moto, Suzuki- 
mounted Paul Scotrino nailed the holeshot with 
fellow Suzuki rider Aaron Shardelman, Honda 
rider Jamie Richardson and Yamaha-mounted 
Jeff Bonett hot in pursuit. Shardelman was 
pressing hard by lap three and passed Scotrino 
on the next lap to take the win. Bauder pushed 
his Kawasaki ahead of the pack for the holeshot, 
with Danny Moore and Dave Lahn, both riding 
Hondas, on his rear fender. Bauder quickly set- 
tled into a blistering pace, leaving the two riders 
to battle for the second position, and was soon 
making ground on the pros, who had gated first. 
Amazingly, Bauder began picking off the pros, 
and eventually finished just behind Shardelman, 
totally dominating the A class. 

The second moto was very intense again. 
Shardelman returned only to see the back of 
Richardson's helmet as he nailed the holeshot 
and began to attack the loamy track. Things 
started going bad for Richardson. First he bob- 
bled in a corner allowing Shardelman to inherit 
the lead, then he went down hard just a few 
turns later, taking him out of contention alto- 
gether. Shardelman on the other hand, rode 
super-smooth and fast to sweep the class. 

The 250cc A class proved to be the race of the 
day. Again Bauder executed a textbook start and 
set the pace with Honda-mounted Greg Nelson 
and Larry Kuebler in tow. By the third lap 
Bauder had established at least a 10-second lead 
over Nelson, who was trying hard to close the 
gap. Nelson went down on the fourth lap, allow- 
ing both Kuebler and Tom Nelson to get by. 
Greg Nelson quickly remounted and was able to 
work his way back up with the leaders, only to 
take another soil sample and settle for fifth. 
Bauder was gone and handily won the first 
moto by at least 30 seconds. 

Moto two was exciting to watch as well. 
Bauder pushed his box-stock KX250 out front 
again. Kuebler and Nelson were battling over 
the second position with Bauder in sight all 
moto. Near the end, Bauder, riding like a mad- 
man, got out of shape in the finish-line whoops, 
but saved it and was able to complete his sweep 
of the class, with Kuebler able to hold on for sec- 
ond. 

In other action, Kawasaki-mounted Donnie 
Wolfe dominated both 60cc motos, and Yamaha- 
mounted Kyle Harris shredded on his way to 
the overall win in the Pee Wee class.

Smith sizzles in second of 
Champion Cup Series

LOUDON, NH, MAY 9 

Marc Smith, last year's champion in both 
Heavyweight Supersport and Unlimited Grand 
Prix classes, raced in near-perfect weather and 
track conditions at the second race of the AMA 
Championship Cup Series held at New 
Hampshire International Speedway to success- 
fully defend both titles. 

In the sixth scheduled race of the day, 
Unlimited Grand Prix, Smith set the pace of the 
race within the first few seconds, by throttling 
his ZX7 750 into the first turn from the outside to 
take an early lead, just nosing out Lou Soccoccio. 
Unshakeable from the outset, Soccoccio was 
clearly gunning for an upset victory and was not 
willing to wait to make his move. Threatening as 
early as the second lap, coming out of both turns 
three and 12, he kept the pressure on Smith. The 
defending champ held him off both times with 
superb braking through the turns. In turn 12, 
Soccoccio fired out of the turn on the inside, to 
edge Smith out in the drag race through the 
start/finish straight. Smith stayed on the throttle 
to pass on the outside, whiteknuckling the brake 
to regain the lead before turn one. For the most 
part, both riders appeared evenly matched on 
horsepower, but Smith consistently did a much 
better job of braking through the turns. Again, on 
the next lap, Soccoccio scored a bike length and a 
half from Smith on the start/finish straight, only 
to lose it when Smith accelerated past and ham- 
mered the brakes on the inside of turn one. 
While the lead continued to seesaw between 
Smith and Soccoccio, Gerald Rothman took 
advantage of the close battle between first and 
second to slip in behind Smith after Soccoccio 
nabbed the lead again when Smith's Kawasaki 
went sideways in turn three. 

One of the most incredible moves of the 
afternoon came one lap later, when Smith, still 
trailing Soccoccio, went wide in turn three, clos- 
ing on Soccoccio, to set himself up for an outside 
pass on turn six. 

One lap later, the yellow flag came out at 
turn one, when a Junior-class rider missed turn 
one and slid up into the outside wall. Still trail- 
ing Smith, Soccoccio too went out on the last lap, 








leaving the defending champ to finish first in 
front of Gerald Rothman. 

In the Heavyweight Supertwins, Ducati- 
mounted Jerry Wood, last year's second-place 
points finisher and owner of Penguin 
Roadracing School, was first into turn one. 
Wood opened a comfortable lead in the first lap, 
while David Richardson moved from third into 
second, followed closely by Thomas Fournier, 
now in third. By the third lap the battle of the 
Ducks was heating up. 

Richardson and Fournier began to pressure 
Wood by lap three. Fournier took second from 
Richardson after turn one on the fourth lap and 
closed to within a bike length of Wood. 
Repeatedly, Fournier closed in on the turns, but 
was outgunned on the next straight by the extra 
horsepower of Wood's 888. 

Meanwhile, Guzman Andrata who was rid- 
ing in the fourth position, caught Richardson 
within the last two laps to take third. 

In the last lap, Fourneir set himself up for the 
quick pass exiting turn 10, and throttled past 
Wood. Fournier was still in the lead exiting turn 
12, but was overtaken in the last seconds in the 
drag race to the checkered flag.

As this argument was going on, 
another one over the restart format developed. 
A few minutes later riders were being totally 
restaged, much to the confusion of everyone. 
Many riders protested when it became apparent 
that Schopieray and Schaidt were being put on 
the second row and not the penalty line. 

Chaos reined for the next few moments until 
the announcer read aloud from the AMA rule 
book's section on restarts. The field was then 
restaggered, and eight laps later O'Boyle round- 
ed turn four with his feet on the pegs, and head- 
ed for the checkered flag with five bike lengths 
to spare. Paul Kops followed across in second 
with Jack Mayer and Schaidt in tow 

O'Boyle's sponsor, Jack Warren, proved that 
he could do his own share of winning as he 
cruised down to the wire aboard his vintage 
Triumph for a win in the Senior Amateur class, 
then turned around and picked up a second- 
place finish in the Twins class behind Don 
Bannerman, who piloted a Harley-Davidson to 
victory. 

Craig Breckon had a long and fruitful day; 
after picking up a third-place finish at an 
AHRMA road race at Grattan Raceway, he raced 
to 1-96 in time to pick up the win in the Vintage 
class aboard his BSA. 

While pro rider Pat Buchanan chose not to 
make the switch from the half-mile to the short 
track with his 750, the youngest rider on their 
roster, 12-year-old Bryan Bigelow had no prob- 
lem with the last-minute change in plans, and 
flew to double victories in the 200/250cc class, 
winning both his heats and finals with room to 
spare.

Dave Rosno made his trip to Talladega Gran 
Prix Raceway from Omaha, Nebraska, worth- 
while, running nine races and netting two wins, 
two seconds, three thirds and a seventh-place 
finish on a single supersport-legal CBR600. 

A triple points-paying event and Kawasaki 
contingency brought riders from as far away as 
Florida and Kansas to the venue for a weekend 
of AMA/CCS Pro-Am Series racing.

Rosno chased 
across the line for third. 

Gibbs came back on his ex-Scott Russell

Rosno’s wins came in Middleweight 
Superbike and Middleweight GP, which proved 
to be the battle of the Hondas. Nearing the end 
of Sunday’s program Rosno finally changed his 
front tire, but looked at the cooked rear with dis- 
dain. "There's no rear available so I guess I'll 
just take it easy to get through the Unlimited GP 
race and try to stay upright and finish in the 
money," said the weary-but-pumped Rosno. 

A tough grid of local hot shoes made 
Rosno's run at the $1,000 Unlimited GP even 
harder, as the 600cc Honda-mounted rider 
found himself out-gunned by big-bore super- 
bikes and GP machines alike. 

At the drop of the green, Gibbs jumped out 
front, but was stung on the backside straight by 
Eisenacher on lap two. The Dunwoody, Georgia, 
rider pushed his Peachtree Performance/ 
Barbara Crawford-sponsored Honda 900 ahead 
of the fray, while Gibbs settled into second and 
Pruitt challenged from third. By lap five Rosno 
faded from fourth on his ailing tire, as Jeff Belt 
and Perry Melneciuc blew Ьу. David Maly 
picked up the pace on his GSXR750, only to toss 
it away in the final laps and give the spot to the 
racing grandad, Frank Kinsey, on his hybrid 
Yamaha. Eisenacher took home $250 of the 
$1,000 purse for his win. :

With 375 riders in attendance, the action was 
exciting.

Rogers tiptoes to Hill

A bad decision nearly lost Woodie Rogers a vic- 
tory in the Junior/Expert final at Hills Ferry 
Speedway’s weekly short track, but the Rotax 
pilot hung on to score the win. 

In the heat race competition a spill in the first 
corner took Lonnie Pauley out of second place 
behind Rogers, but Pauley was up fairly quickly 
and ready to race even though he was a lap 
down on the field. Rogers slowed drastically as 
he came through the final turn before the front 
straightaway, more than likely expecting a red 
flag, but as none was forthcoming, Rogers got 
back on the gas, got out of shape and hit a 
course-marking tire with his left foot. He won 
the heat race but did get some considerable 
pressure from Michelle DiSalvo, who was on a 
borrowed Yamaha. 

By the time the final was due on the track, 
Rogers was limping noticeably. At the start of 
the 15-lap final, it was Rogers who started bet- 
ter, but he was overtaken by Pauley before the 
lap was three-quarters over. Rogers returned the 
pass favor as the lead duo dove into turn one the 
second time. DiSalvo fell but was quickly up, 
and pushed to the pits. She was to return to 
action three laps later, and did finish in third 
place as Kevin Crowley had mechanical prob- 
lems and was out from lap seven on. Rogers was 
under constant pressure from Pauley and his 
Honda, but there just wasn’t enough drive off 
the corners for Pauley to effect a pass. 

In amateur action a determined Kevin 
Dupser put together two impressive rides to win 
both heat race and final over a fairly talented 
field of riders. Just a week prior Dupser was 
involved in a high-speed multi-rider crash in 
turn one, but this week he seemed to put that 
nightmare ride behind him. By lap two Dupser 
and his TT Yamaha were in command and the 
field struggled to stay close. Late-starter Keith 
Watts systematically worked on every rider in 
the race and progressed from last to second, 
closing on the leading Dupser. At the checkers 











Watts was only a bike length off Dupser. Third 
went to Paul Brown on another Yamaha. It was 
Dupsers' Yamaha, a veteran 1976 model, that 
DiSalvo borrowed, and it served them both very 
well. 

Bryan Grier took his highly modified 80cc 
flat track Yamaha to a sterling victory over 250cc 
Honda-mounted Luke Iverson, but everyone, 
including the participants, was unsure of the 
outcome until the checkers fluttered. In the heat 
race Grier had a huge lead and fell in turn one, 
which allowed Iverson to win uncontested. The 
prospect of a repeat mistake didn't slow Grier 
down one bit and he rode as if Luke Iverson was 
right with him every lap. There was, in fact, a 
considerable margin between them. Both riders 
finished on their wheels and Grier went home 
with the trophy.

DiLoreto, Cordle dazzle 
Silver State Motocross

NCY rider Michael DiLoreto and Big Valley 
Honda's Steven Cordle were the overall wiriners 
in the 80cc (12-13) and 125cc Beginner classes, 
respectively at Silver State Raceway, sponsored 
by On Trac Events. 

In the 80cc (12-13) class, 11 riders charged to 
the first turn with DiLoreto grabbing the 
holeshot and getting out front early. Honda 
rider Steven Marty ran in second while Barry 
McCoy ran in third. DiLoreto had little pressure 
from Steve Marty in second and Matt Buyten, 
who had passed McCoy in the third lap to take 
over third spot. The race was for third and on 
the sixth lap Jess Duncan slipped his Kawasaki 
past Buyten taking over third position. DiLoreto 
looked smooth; he had all the lines and a flaw- 
less race, leading all seven laps. Marty finished 
second, Duncan third, Buyten fourth and 
McCoy fifth. 

In moto two it was Honda rider Jacob Wilcox 
with the holeshot and DiLoreto second off the 
gate. By lap three Jesse Duncan took the lead 
over Wilcox, and DiLoreto had his work cut out 
to pass Marty and Buyten. Buyten crashed in lap 
four and DiLoreto moved into third. Marty bob- 
bled in the back section of the track and DiLoreto 
quickly took advantage, moving into second. 
Now the real work began, with Duncan in the 
lead and four laps to go until the checkered. 

Duncan did hold off DiLoreto, but only by a 
bike length. With a third in the first moto, 
Duncan ended up with a second overall and 
DiLoreto took the overall win for the day. Marty 
finished third, earning himself a third overall. 

In the 125cc Beginner class, Big Valley 
Honda rider Steven Cordle aced both of his 
motos, getting the holeshot and never letting off 
the gas. Cordle's only threat was Honda rider 
Joe Machado, finishing second just seconds 
behind Cordle. Third place went to Joe Specchio, 
also on a Honda. 

Moto two was much the same, with Cordle 
out front early and holding the lead in the seven- 
lap format. Joe Specchio again tried to pursue 
Cordle but to no avail. Cordle rode a flawless 
race and took the day's 1-1 victory. Specchio fin- 
ished second with a 4-2, earning third overall. Joe 
Machado having finished second in moto one, 
put in a gallant second moto, receiving a third, 
earning him a second for the day.

Horton hammers Top Gun MX

IRON STATION, NC, MAY 1-2 

Richie Horton had no trouble in dominating 
both the 125 and 250cc B classes on the first of 
two days of racing at Top Gun MX. 

The event was delayed for more than a 
month due to bad weather in the area, but 
Mother's Day presented perfect weather for the 
riders. 

Horton made it look easy, turning lap times 
as fast as the A-class riders, and working lines 
some of them wouldn't try. 

After almost a two-year hiatus from racing 
in the 125 and 250cc A classes, Mike Andrews is 
back, and is now doing battle in the 25+ class. 
Both motos found Andrews staving off 
advances from Kerry Jones while making runs at 
Alan Andreau up front. Andreau chalked up the 
overall win, while Anderws posted a 2-2 second 
overall, leading many to believe that he had lost 
no speed during his lay-off. 

On Sunday, Kevin Walker put together back- 
to-back moto wins for a solid overall win in the 
125cc A division, earning $300 in prize money, 
in addition to factory contingencies. Team 
Green's Jim Neese pulled the first-moto 
holeshot, with Walker sticking to him like a 
Band-Aid for the first lap. But Neese's forks 
stayed compressed after coming off a jump, forc- 
ing him to slow dramatically. Meanwhile, 
Walker cruised the newly-lengthened super- 
cross-style track in the two-minute, 30-second 
range, as Shane Templeton, Mike Nutter and 
William Wilson dueled for second. Templeton 
kept the position on a borrowed Honda. 

The second moto was all Walker, and he 
stretched out a prodigious lead over Neese 
(whose forks were repaired), while Templeton, 
Nutter and Wilson took up where they had left 
off. Keeping his Kawaskai on the edge to stay up 
with Walker, Neese came off the track at the 
halfway point of the six-lap race. Rather than 
keep going and take a chance on getting docked 
for cutting the track, Neese circled around and 
re-entered where he'd gone out, as AMA rules 
stipulate. Because he and Walker had stretched 
out a comfortable distance over the rest of the 
field of 10, Neese maintained his second place, 
and in addition was awarded a free pair of MX 
socks for good sportsmanship. But as Neese 
negotiated the last half lap, he began to have 
shifting probelms, and felt lucky to be able to 
keep the runner-up spot. 

Nutter and Wilson dived into the first-moto, 
250cc A first turn together, and Wilson came up 
with the front spot, with Nutter, Mike Andrews 
and Walker leading the howling pack on his 
trail. Nutter powered his Yamaha into the lead, 
leaving Wilson at the mercy of Andrews, while 
Walker was dealing with Neese. Going into the 
TT section on the other side of the starting area, 
Andrews ducked inside Wilson to take over sec- 
ond behind Nutter, and Walker's previously 
injured ankle began to hurt him. Walker fin- 
ished, though well back in the field, and collect- 
ed a new pair of MX socks as a consolation 
prize. 

Walker's troubles allowed Neese to join the 
party up front, and he dusted Wilson, advancing 








to pressure Andrews and Nutter. Blasting over 
one of the sections of whoops, the trio swapped 
positions a few times, with Nutter staying in 
front at the end of lap one. Shortly after, both 
Andrews and Neese sacked Nutter in a turn, 
dropping him to third. Shortly after, while in 
pursuit of Andrews, Neese overshot a turn and 
was quickly demoted to sixth. A lap later, 
though, Neese had passed Andreau and 
Templeton for fourth, challenging Wilson for 
third. An inside jump-pass put Neese into posi- 
tion behind Nutter, and he soon shouldered past 
into second behind Andrews. Wilson had added 
to his banner collection, plus a couple of 
attached stakes, and had to stop to unthread 
them from his rear wheel, resuming the race in 
sixth. 

At the halfway point Andrews still led, but 
was gunned down by Neese in the same spot 
where the two of them had dispatched Nutter 
earlier. Shaving the corner in an effort to stay 
with Neese, Andrews' footpeg clipped one of 
the tires lining the track and nearly brought him 
down. While Neese skipped away, Andrews 
found himself busy putting out the fire lit by 
Templeton and Andreu, who had swarmed up 
behind him after overwhelming Nutter. The 
moto finished with Neese winning ahead of 
Andrews, Templeton, Andeau and Nutter. 

Neese's come-from-behind ills and mechani- 
cal failure evaporated on the second-moto start, 
as he nailed the holeshot and stayed out in front 
the whole time. Evidently Neese's bad luck left 
him for Andrews and Templeton, as they collid- 
ed on the start, putting them close to the back of 
the field of a dozen. Andrews was able to work 
back up to fifth, following Nutter, Andreu and 
Walker, who had settled into the second 
through fourth spots. Neese completed the 
sweep for the overall, with Nutter posting a 5-2 
for second and Andreau a 4-3 for third. 
Andrews was fourth with a 4-3 score.

Winnacker wins Gateway RR

Matt Winnacker scored the win in the 
Heavyweight Superbike class at Midwest Cafe 
Racing Association's second event of the season 
at Gateway International Raceway. 

Andy Perkins shot like a bullet into the lead 
on a 250cc Honda from the start of the first 100 
km race, lapped a provisional rider on turn one 
of lap four and had a considerable lead by the 
fifth lap.
